Greater Pat of Bay Will Be Spent in 
Driving Over the City, 


BREAKFAST AND LUNCHEON AT KIMBALL 


Hoke Smith Wil! Tender Distinguished 
Guest; a Reception at His Resi- 
dence Tonight—Some of the 
Sites That Will Be 
Inspected. 


Attorney General Griggs, who 
from Washington to select a site for the 
new federal prison to be located in Atlan- 
ta, will arrive in this city at 5 o'ciock 
this morning in a special car over the 
Southern railway. He will be accompan- 
fed by several officials from the depart- 
ment of justice in Washington, his private 
gercretary, Represc ntative Livingston, 
and will be met by Architect Eames, who 
will draw the plans for the prison. 

The distinguished guests will remain in 
the city today, and probably the greater 
part of tomorrow. Nearly all the time 
bere will be spent in looking over the 
various sites off:red for the prison. Many 
courtesies will be shown the party while in 
the tity, and it is expected that Attorney 
General Griggs will announce his decision 
soon after he returns to Washington.

The visitors will be es- 
corted in carriages to the Kimball house, 
where breakfast. will be served at 7:30 
o'clock. Immediately afterwards, Mr. 
Griggs will be driven to the site offered by 
the Central railro 1, near Fort McPherson. 
It is probable that several other sites in this 
vicinity, including Lakewood, will also be 
inspected before the party returns. 

Luncheon will be served at the Ktmball 
house at 1 o'clock, which the mayor and 
genera! council will attend. Th re will be 
about twenty-seven covers, and General 
Manager Scoville, of the Kimball house, 
will serve one of his characteristic excel- 
lent menus. The luncheon will last exact- 
ly two hours, immediately after which the 
party. will be driven to various sites on the 
eastern and northern sides of the city. The 
The 
local officials will suit the pleasure of Mr. 
Griggs concerning this point. | 

Tonight Mr. Hoke Smith will tender the 
guests a reception at his residence on West 
Peachtree street. The mayor and general 
council will attend. The function wil) be 
most enjoyable. 

The programme for tomorow has not as 
yt been mappd out. It is supposed, how- 
ever, that Mr. Griggs will spend the 
greater part of the day inspecting more 
sites. About forty have been offered, and 
he can spend a week of inspection here if 
he desires. The party may leave on the 
vestibule at noon tomorrow, although an 
effort will be made to induce them to re- 
main over until th» night train. 

Some: of the Prison Sites. 

There is no doubt that the attorney gen- 
eral will be able to select a suitable loca- 
tion for the prison out of the almost in- 
numerable sites suggested. One of the @n- 
ditions of the location of the prison here 
Was that the city should donate the land. 
The railroads have taken an active inter- 
est in the matter, and several entering this 
city have offered to furnish tracts of land 
without cost for this purpose: Many ecliti- 
zens have offered to sell various proper- 
ties for various prices to the city. 

The attorney general wil) be allowed to 

lect what he deems the best site, irrespec- 
tive of whether it costs the city anything 
or not. The officials consider the location 
of the prison here a great thing for At- 
lanta, and would be willing, if necessary, 
to buy the land. It is said, however, that 
it is the disposition of Mr. Griggs to se- 
lect a site that would cost the city nothing 
if possible, 

One of the sites tendered by the railroads 
is*the property of the Central road near 
Fort McPherson. The company offers 300 
acres free of charge for the prison. The 
situation is good, and it is claimed meets 
‘very requirement of the government of- 
ficials. 

Onother good property in this neighbor- 
hood in the Conley estate, which has also 
been tendered for sale. The Perkerson 
tract between Fort McPherson and At- 
lanta, to the west of the Central road, has 
been favorably spoken of. : ; 

The waterworks property would make 
an advantageous location for the prison, as 
well as the Hill tract on the Western and 
Atlantic, which are both offered. The Sea- 
board Air-Line offers property on its line 
€ast of the city, and there are innumera- 
bie sites for sale all around Atlanta. It

RALEIGH GOES TO CHARLESTON 


CRUISER WILL ATTEND CONFED- 


ERATE VETERANS REUNION. 
Secretary Long Issues Order to That 
Effect—Captain and Crew To 
Receive Ovation. 


Charleston, 8S. C., April 17.—The execu- 
tive committee in charge of the prepara- 
tions for the annual reunion of the United 
Confederate Veterans, that is to be held 
here May 10th, llth and 12th, was officially 
ng@fted today by Secretary Long, of the 
navy department, that’ the cruiser Raleigh, 
just returned from Manila, had been or- 
dered to this port for reunion week. 

The cruiser will prove a great attraction 
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Attorney General Griggs Will Bring 
an Architect to Atlanta with 
Him. 

Washington, April 17:—Attorney General 
Griggs left here this morning for Atlanta 
to select the site for the new miltary 
prison. Before taking his departure, the 
attorney general called at the white house 
and had a short interview with the presi- 
dent on the subject. General Griggs says 
the plans for the building are already pre- 
pared, the money for the completion of 
the work is available, and all that is now 
required is the selection of a desirable site. 

Said he: 

“TIT am not going to Atlanta on a junket- 
ing trip, but I am simply making a flying 
business visit. ‘I expect to return to Wash- 
ington next Wednesday. We have already 
determined that the building shall be con- 
structed on plans similar to those of the 
Fort Leavenworth military prison. I have 
secured copies of these plans and have also 
the same architect who prepared them. He 
will accompany me to Atlanta. Representa- 
tive Livingston will also go with me, and in 
addition I will take along my chief inspec- 
tor, Major Strong, and my private secre- 
tary. At least twelve sites have been of- 
fered which will not cost the government a 
dollar. That is one of the inducements of- 
fered by the city of Atlanta for the location 
of the prison at or near that city. ‘The 
land upon which the prison is to be built 
will not cost the gavernment a dollar. 
My object in going to Atlanta is to secure 
the most désirable site for the purpose, 
so that the work may be commenced with- 
out delay. A personal inspection of the 
property by me will do away with a large 
amount of official correspondence which 
might follow. My object is to select the 
piece of property which will be of the 
greatest advantage to the government with- 
out regard to the personal interests of 
those who have adjoining or contiguous 
property. Ina general way, I have a pret- 
ty good idea of the various sites proposed, 
as far as I can learn through interested 
parties and by correspondence. A personal 
inspection, however, will give me an oOp- 
portunity to judge the merits and the de- 
merits and reach a conclusion as to which 
site should be occupied by the prison. It is 
my intention to begin the work at the 
earliest moment practicable. That is one 
of the reasons why I am taking with me 
the architect and the chief inspector. Rep- 
resentative Livingston will probably en- 
lighten us as to the loca] conditions at At- 
lanta in connection with the various sites 
proposed, so that when we reach Atlanta 
our work will be pretty well pointed out 
down to the choosing of the most desirable 


site.’’

Man of War Will Cover 22,000 Miles 
Before Next October. 

New York, April 17.—The cruiser Chicago, 
which has been undergoing repairs at the 
Brooklyn navy yard for months, will sail 
tomorrow morning on her first {mportant 
voyage in nearly four years. A cruise of 
22,000: miles is to be made, under command 
of Rear Admiral Howison. 

The Chicago will go first to the Azores, 
then to Gibraltar, where a Stop of ten 
days will be made. Thence through the 
Mediterranean to Malta and Cairo, the 
cruiser will pass through the Suez canal 
down the eastern coast of Africa to Johan- 
nesburg and Cape Town. A Stop will be 
made at St. Helena. It is expected that the 
Chicago will return to the United States 
next October.

Tallahassee, Fla., April 17.—(Special.j— 
The fight for the Florida senatorship has 
been growing hotter with every hour today. 
Delegations have been pouring in from all 
parts of the state and tonight every man 
of any prominence in the polftics of the 
State is either at the Taliaferro or Pasco 
headquarters i 

The largest delegation in point of numbers 
was that from Pasco’s home, Monticello. 
A train load of the senator’s neighbors 
came over this afternoon and tgnight, and 
they are making the town lurid. Their spe- 
cia] mission is to influence if possible one 
of the members from Pasco’s own county, 
who is fighting him and whose opposition 
is hurting the senator considerably. There 
is little chance, however, of their accom- 
plishing the desired end, for the representa- 
tive kdwards, the recalcitrant, is most bit- 
ter. 

Tonight the excitement had rather a mild 
culmination in the speechés of the. three 
candidates in the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives. There was @ great crush for 
admission, as @ lively time was expected, 
but the result disappointed all such expec- 
tations. 2 

Senator Pasco dwelt at length upon his 
record in the sen:te, laying specia) stress 
upon his work in securing river and harbor 
appropriations. i — 

Former Senator Cail made a strong and 
characteristically vigorous democratic 
speech, which elicited more applause than 
the size of his following would seem to 
warrant. The chief feature of his talk was 
his declaration that the Chicago platform 
was but the expression of the record he 
had made on public matters during his pub- 
lic career. 

Taliaferro’s Speech Was a Hit. 

Colonel Taliaferro’s speech was a plain, 
straightforward expression of his position 
on national questions, in which he gave 
the strongest possible indorsement of the 
Chicago platform. He followed that docu- 
ment closely in his declarations. The chief 
point of difference between him and Pasco 
was on the tariff, Tallaferro standing for 
the revenue tariff of the Chicago platform, 
while Pasco leaned to absolute free trade. 
The chief interest was in Taliaferro, be- 
cause it was known he had never made a 
public speech. He acquitted himself excel- 
lently. It was a speech of a business man, 
and it made a-distinct hit. He got, by all 
odds, the most enthusiastic applause of the 
evening. . 

It is hardly probable that the speeches 
had any effect upon the vote of any mem- 
ber. None ofthe candidates lost anything, 
and it is a question whether any gained 
from the doubtful column. 

Doubt Over the Result. 

There is apparently as great doubt as 
ever of the result. The one man who is in 
a position to nominate either one of the 
two leading candidates he chooses is Con- 
gressman Sparkman, who is holding out 
most of the doubtful votes. It is hardly 
probable that tomorrow's preliminary vote 
will be decisive, though the Taliaferro peo- 
ple say tonight they will have a majority 
in both branches. Unless there are some 
notable changes between now and the time 
the vote is taken, however, they will be dis- 
appointed. 

A notable development tonight is the ar- 
rival of Hon. J. «+. Stockton, of Jackson- 
ville, on the scene. This most energetic 
politician in Florida is bitter in his opposi-

A dispatch was received at a late hour 
last night from.

The man supposed to be Hose stopped at 
a negro house near Milner and asked for 
Something to eat. Later it was reported 


that he had-been seen by several of the

with him, but without success. 

Late yesterday afternoon the searchers 
sent to (Milner for a supply of canned goods, 
with the information that none of the party 
had had anything to eat the whole day, and 
that they fully expected to capture the ne- 
gro at Harden's sawmill last night. 

The negroes in and about Milner are ald- 
ing the whites as much as possible in the 
pursuit of Hose and have given it out that 
they will make every effort to catch him, 
if he remains in that vicinity. His two sis- 
ters live near there and he has about seven 
miles of woods and swamp land in which 
to conceal himeelf. 

The posse is beating every foot of the 
country and while the progress made is 
nécessarily slow. not a single spot that 
could be used by the fugitive to hide him- 
self is being overlooked. ‘The men in pur- 
suit, while tired. are still determined and 
have announced that they will not give up 
the chase until the negro has been captured 
and dealt with. 

Large Parties Leave Griffin. 

Gince last Friday parties have been leav- 
ing Griffin almost daily, going in different 
directions, but al] with the same object in 
view—the capture of Hose. Whenever @ re- 
port came that the negro had been located, 
another posse would form and hasten to the 
place. 

Night before last A message Was received 
at Griffin from Milner that Hose had been 
located near that place and asking that 
a party be sent down and assist in the cap- 
ture. The appeal was responded to prompt- 
ly, and in a short time more than thirty 
men were on their way to Milner. 

They were joined by a large posse from 
Barnesville, but after a long and frult- 
less search many of the party returned, 
convinced that Hose was not in that vicin- 
ity. 
Late News from LaGrange. 

At a late hour last night the following 
was received from LaGrange: 

“A suspicious looking negro, who meets 
the description of Sam Hose, Was seen in 
the woods yesterday afternoon in the 
northwestern portion of this city. This 
morning the same negro Was seen by a lot 
of negroes in the same vicinity. 

“Tt may be Sam Hose or it may not be 
him, but so anxious are these people that 
the brute be captured that fifty or more 
armed men proceeded to the woods and 
thoroughly scoured the surrounding coun- 
try. 

“A bloodhound was telegraphed for, 
which reached here at 7 o’clock, and was 
immediately carrie@ out and put on the 
trail, but no report has yet come in. 

“The negro that was seen was described as 
being a brown or ‘ginger cake’ color rather 
than a yellow. He wore a long coat, a flop 
fiat and had a pisto) buckled on him. This 
description of him is given by Messrs. 
James Ridley and Nathan Dozier, two of 
our most worthy young men, who saw him 
Sunday afternoon. 

“The negroes who saw him this morning 
only add to the above description by saying 
the had a bundle in his hand in a red ban- 
danna handkerchief. The negro, whoever 
he is, frightened a lot of negro children in 
a pasture and their screaming caused one 
of their relatives to rush from the house 
with a gun. 

‘When the stranger saw this he made off 
to the woods, flourishing his pistol as he 
went. Sam Hose is said to have worked 
last fall on the Southern Bell Telephone 
line which was put up through here. And 
again the papers have stated that a negro 
preacher had furnished him with a coat, 
and the negro who ran after him with the 
gun said ‘he had on a long preacher coat.’ ”’ 

Bedford Found Negro’s Shoes. 

The following late report from LaGrange 
was received at an early. hour this morn- 
ing: 

“The negro who murdered Cranford is 
not named Sam Hose, but Sam Holt. The 
posse who were hunting him near Greenville 
have given up the chase, and as Detective 
Bedford was about to take the train at 
Woodbury for Atlanta a telegram was re- 
ceived from the posse at Shiloh, on. the 
Georgia Midland, stating that they had 
found a book which belonged to Mr. Cran- 
ford in which were entries of charges 
against Sam Holt and other hands. 

The tele 
gram etated that they could not be far be- 
hind the criminal. Detective Bedford, with 
his four bloodhounds and three fresh 
ones from Atlanta, immediately took the

TWENTY QUAKERS 
WILL DROP QUAY 


Ex-Senator Makes a Desperate 
Appeal to Republicans, 


CAUCUS IS FULLY ATTENDED 


Conference Will Not Be Held with Those 
Oppasing the Nominee, 


HEAVY LOSS 1S PREDICTED FOR TODAY 


The Pennsylvania Legislature Will 
Adjourn Thursday and It Now 
Looks Like There Will Be 
No Election at Har- 
risburg. 


Harrisburg, Pa., April 17.—A conference 
of the republican senators and members 
voting for Senator Quay was held in the 
supreme court chamber tonight to con- 
sider the leter of Senator Flynn, chairman 
of the anti-Quay republican organization, 
suggesting that a committee of conference 
be named on the part of those voting for 
Mr. Quay to confer with a like committee 
on the part of those opposing him witha 
view of adjusting factional differences and 
the election of a senator. 

Thera was a large attendance of legisla- 
tors and republican politicians from over 
the state. Colone] Grady read a letter from 
ex-Senator Quay, written at Philadelphia 
today, in which Mr, Quay deprecated any 
change in position by his followers in the 
legislature “‘pending proceedings in Phila- 
delphia.” He said: 

“Any one who would change position 


might as well come here and go on the 
Witness stand against me.”’ 


Continuing, he said: 


“To temporize with those persons who 
for three months have prevented the elec- 
tion of a senator from Pennsylvania would 
extricate them from the abyss into which 
they have plunged. Instead of making their 
freason to the party odious their treason 
would be made respectablie.’’ 


Speeches were made by United States 
Senator Penrose and others contending 
that Mr. Quay was the regular nominee of 
the joint republican caucus and was en- 
titled to the support of every republican 
in the legislature. 

Senator Magee, of Pittsburg, declared 
that the republicans should get together 
and elect a senator before the adjournment 
of the legislature on Thursday, 

Representative Hosmer, of Pittsburg, an- 
nounced that he would not hereafter vote 
for Quay. 

The meeting declined. to confer with the 
anti-Quay members and adopted a resolu- 
tion declaring that Mr. Quay was the 
unanimeus choice of the republican caucus 
composed of more than two-thirds of all 
the republicaus of the assembly and it is 
the duty of all republican members of the 
joint convention to sustain the republican 
Organization by supporting the caucus 
nominee and calling upon those now op- 
posing the regular candidate to lay aside 
factional feeling and unite in the election 
of a republican to the United States senate. 

After the conference State Senator Ma- 
gee, of Pittsburg, who has steadfastly 
voted for Quay for United States senator, 
announced that he would not vote for the 
ex-senator tomorrow and that other mem- 
bers from Allegheny county had also cast 
their last vote gor Quay. He predicted 
Quay would lose twenty supporters tomor- 
row and said the prospects are bright .or 
the élection of a senator. 


QUAY’S BANKING IS SHOWN. 


Court Made Two Rulings in Favor of 
the Defendant. 

Philadelphia, April 17.—Meyer Goldsmith, 
the commonwealth’s expert accountant, was 
on the stand all day in the trial of Senator 
Quay, making statements of fact that ap- 
parently damaged the defendant’s side of 
the case. 

Goldsmith is the main witness for the pros 
ecution and it is through him that all of 
the documentary evidence is to be present- 
ed. This witness has examined the bank’s 
books thoroughly and he came into court 
this morning with a number of type-writ- 
ten sheets containing figures that he gath- 
ered from the various books, relating main- 
ly to the deposit of the state treasurer 
and the account of Senator Quay. He swore 
to the correctness of his work and then the 
district attorney formally offered the paper 
in evidence. 

This was objected to by the defense on the 
ground that such a paper is not testimony. 
It was insisted that the books themselves 
shouki_be placed before the witness and his 
wtatements uttered from what he saw. en- 
tered in them. The judge decided in favor 
of the defense, thus giving that side the 
first piece of comfort it has experienced 
since the trial began. Although the defense 
apparently gained this point, the paper was 
practically in evidence with Goldsmith us- 
ing its contents in framing his answers to 
the district attorney’s questions. When the 
Quay lawyers objected to this they were 
met by the judge’s explanation that while 
the paper could not be used as sworn evi- 
dence, the witness might use it to refresh 
his memory. One effect of all this was to 
make it certain that the case will now go 
to the jury, there having been some doubt 
on this point up to the decision to admit 
all that Goldsmith might have to say. 

Just before the close of the day’s pro- 
ceedings there was another ruling by Judge 
Biddle in favor of the defense which may 
have an important bearing on the future 
of the case. The statute of limitation has 
been pleaded. time and again by Senator 
Quay'’s lawyers. as a bar to ‘much of the 


| testimony presented by the commonwealth. 
| As Mr; 


Quay was indicted on November 
17, 1898, the two years allowed by the stat- 
ute for prosecution wouid extend back 
only to November 17, 189. On this basis 
Mr. Watson has frequently urged Judge 


Biddle to exclude mention of transactio.

dating back to 189%, when Mr, Quay was 
state treasurer. The court has unifcrmly 
held, in effect, that the statute of limita- 
tions does not affect the evidence, but does 
affect the crime. 

The district attorney pointed out that he 
alleges the defendant’s guilt during the two 
years the law confines him to, and to prove 
this the corroborative evidence of the pre- 
vious years should certainly be admitted. 
Judge Biddle decided against the common- 
wealth and the Quay lawyers were very 
happy. He ruled that the evidence should 
be confined to the conspiracy alleged and 
not relate to some other conspiracy. 

The lawyers for the defense claim that the 
decision practically rules out the figures 
prior to November 17, 1896. Mr. Rothermel 
says its effect will be to prevent him from 
offering much of the evidence he hoped to 
present. All day long Mr. Goldsmith read 
out figures taken from the bank books em- 
bracing the various settlement periods of 
six months each dating back to October 31, 
1893, showing the amount of the state depos- 
it, the amount loaned to Senator Quay 
during each six months, the amount of in- 
terest allowed the state treasurer for that 
portion of the state deposit apparently not 
set aside for Senator Quay’s use, thé 
amount of interest, if any, the senator paid 
on his loans, and the amount of money used 
to purchase stock for him. The deposit dur- 
ing the years mentioned ranged from $200,- 
000 to $400,000. Senator Quay’s loans were 
shown to be as great as $866,000 in one period 
of six months. Occasionally, the witness 
said, smaller and inadequate payment of 
interest by Senator Quay were shown, but 
generaiy there was nothing to indicate that 
he paid for the use of the bank's money. 
While all these figures were going in, 
counsel for Senator Quay sat silent and 
motionless listening to the monotonous rou- 
tine of questions and answers. This was in 
pursuance of an understanding that the de-

TWO REPORTS ARE PERFECTED. 


Pennsylvania Legislators Consider 
Charges That Have Been Made. 

Harrisburg, Pa., April 17.—Majority and 
minority reports were presented to the 
house this evening from the committee 
which has for several weeks past been in- 
vestigating the charges of attempted 
bribery in connection with the balloting for 
United States senator and the considera- 
tion in the house of the (McCarroll jury bill. 
The latter bill, which was eventually de- 
feated, was said to have been introduced 
to aid Senator Quay in his then approach- 
ing trial in the Philadelphia‘ courts. 

The majority report recites at considera- 
ble length the testimony taken by the com- 
mittee, and says that the evidence disclosed 
clearly that undue means were taken by 
many persons to corruptly solicit mem- 
bers of the house. both for the purpose of 
influencing their official action in reference 
to the McCarroll jury bill and in referenge 
to their official action as to the election of 
a United States senator. This corrupt so- 
licitation, the report says, consisted of of- 
fers of money, position, advantage and po- 
litical preferment, The report charges that 
in furtherance of an, unlawful conspiracy 
to carry out the scheme, rooms were main- 
tained at the Lochiel hotel, in Harrisburg, 
for the purpose of having members of the 
house brought there that they might be 
approached in reference to the subject mate 
ters referred to. 

in the concluding paragraph of the report 
nine persons are named against whom the 
committee recommends that legal action be 
brought. This paragraph is as follows: 

“In conclusion, your committee respectful- 
ly reports that there is, in their opinion, 
sufficient evidence against Charles B. Spatz, 
John R. Byrne, Parker Titus, Frank B. 
Jones, Monroe H. Kulp, Thomas M. Moyles, 
Robert Evans, John J .Coyle and M. J. 
Costello for this house to direct that crim- 
inal proceedings be brought against them 
in the courts of quarter sessions of Dauphin 
county, and it is recommended that these 
proceedings be immediately commenced and 
vigorously prosecuted by the authority of 
this house,”’ ¢ 

Some of the persons named are democrats 
and some republicans. The minority report 
reaches substantially the same conclusions 
as the majority report.

New York, April 17.—In the-session of the 
Mazet investigating committee today Rich- 
ard Croker was again the principal object 
of Mr. Moss’s examination and the most 
important development was the probability 
that the Tammany chieftain and John F.

By the initiative of Mr. Moss, many of 
whose questions Mr. Croker repeatedly re- 
fused to answer, and with whom he had 
B8éveral sallies that came very near being 
personal, the chairman of the committee 
took such action as would leave Mr. Croker 
In technical contempt. It was stated to- 
night that when Mr. Falléws, of the com- 
mittee, left this afternoon for Albany he 
had instructions to prepare papers adjudg- 
ing Mr. Croker and Mr. John F. Carroll in 
contempt. 

When the cammittee began its. inquiry to- 
day about the first thing brought up was a 
resort Known as the Broadway Garden 
which had flourished tn the upper Broad- 
way district for some time. In this place 
an alleged robbery of former mayor of 
Trenton, Frank Magowan, took Place, and 
Simon Butner, the former proprietor of the 
garden, and several of his waiters were ex- 
amined. Butner made some startling 
charges agaist Police Captain Price and 
his waiters corroborated, in part, his testi- 
mony. 

Assemblyman Hoffman offered a resola- 
tion to have certain prominent men sum- 
moned before the committee because ofa 
rumor that a certain law nrm ‘“‘by and with 
the assistance of other persons, by corrupt 
methods, secured the passage through the 
assembly” of the Astoria’s franchise, whose 
real purpose was “to euable the Consoli- 
dated Gas Company to force a consolidation 
of all the gas interests in the city to the 
end that the supply of €as might be con- 
trolled and the price regulated ‘by the so- 
called consolidation.”’ 

Mr. Hoffman wanted to subpoena. the 
law firm of Tracy; Boardman & Platt; Ek- 
hu Root, the incorporators of the Astoria 
Heat, Light and Power Company: Thamas 
C. Platt, Benjamin B. Odell, Lemuel Eli 
Quigg and John D. Crimmins. The resolu- 
tlon was defeated, however, five republi- 
cans opposing it and two democrats favor- 
ing it. 

Richard Croker was called to the stand 
Soon after noon and he occupied the at- 
tention of the committee the rest of the 
Session. He testified that the police did 
not contribute a cent to the Tammany cam- 
paign last year. but. that the office holders 
did. He could not tell the amount of money 
raised last year, nor did he know in what 
bank the funds were kept. He said he had 
never received a cent from Bourke Cock- 
ran. He also swore he was never caught 
short with Manhattan stock and did not 
lose $27,000. 


FIGHTING THE ANTI-TRUST BILL 


Texas Legislature Besieged by Tele- 
grams and Insurance Men. 

Austin, Tex., April 17.—Dozens of fire in- 
surance men in the legislative lobby today 
and the receipt of thousands of telegrams 
from every section of the state by mem- 
bers of the legislature demonstrated that 
the introduction of the Arkansas anti-trust 
bill in the Texas legislature has stirred 
up a hornet’s nest. ; 

The senators‘have announced that they 
intend to try and take _— on the bill 
tOmorrow, and as a result, an enormous 
number of telegrams have been pouring in 
on them today from every section of the 
state from business firms, asking that the 
bill be not passed. 

The consideration of the bill by the leg- 
islature will be attended by the largest 
lobby ever assembled here On any legisla- 
tive measure.

Senator Call {s, however, as firm a be- 
liever in his own gtrength with the people 
as he ever was. In his speech tonight he 
repeated the-bold proposition he has been 
openly making ever since he came to Talla- 
hassee—that the legislature. take ’a recess 
and the aspirants submit their claims to the 
people for a decision in primaries; and if 
in such primaries he, Call, does not receive 
at least two-thirds of the entire yote cast— 
not a mere majority, two-thirds—he will re- 
tire from the contest. An interesting propo- 
sition, but only valuable in showing Call’s 
supreme confidenee in his. strength * before 
the people. y 

Not Chasing Rainbows. . 

Of course there is no chance of any suf 
proposition beifte accepted. This fs not the 
millennium. The members of the Florida 
legislature are not chasing rainbows. They 
are here to elect a senator and they “are 
going to do it. ; P 

It is true that many of them are highly 
indifferent as to the result, biit they are not 
as supremely indffrerent 4s an acceptance 
of this Call proposition would indicate. 
They will begin their balloting tomorrow. 
Nobody expects the first Lallot of the sepa- 
rate bodies to be at all decisive, but it will 
have an important bearing on the result. 
On Wednesday the two houses meet in 
joint session and they wil] then begin bal- 
loting in earnest. This legislature will elect, 
and jt will elect without resorting to any 
such plan as that suggested by Senator Call., 

Of course, Senator Call had no idea of his 
proposition being accepted. It is in the 
nature of a grandstand play and is designed 
for effect upon the wavering. He has a few 
votes, there are a few others who for polit- 
ical reasons will hold off from Pasco and 
Taliaferro, and Senator Cal) is playing for 
these. But the great issue which he cre- 
ated and built up in Florida, the tssue with 
which he was so closely identified and which 
to a very great extent gave him eighteen 
years in the senate, has died out. 

The Death of Colonel Chipley. 

With the death of Call’s archenemy, Colo- 
nel Chipley, the fight on the railroad -cor- 
porations died out. There is no such fignt 
in this senatorial contest. The lines are 
different from those which have marked 
the senatorial: struggles in Florida for so 
many years past. It was his able champion- 
ship of what he and his friends so honestly 
deemed the cause of the people as opposed 
to that of the great railroad corporations 
that endeared Call to the people and gave 
him his political power. Opposed to him 
was Colonel Chipley, the representative of 
these corporate interests, and during ths 
past fifteen years the lines in Florida poli- 
tices have been drawn between the corpor- 
ation on the one side and the anti-corpora- 
tion element, with Call ag its leader, on 
the other, 

Eight years ago the effort to defeat Call, 
under Colonel Chipley’s leadership, was so 
bitter that it culminated in fhe majority of 


the senate running off to Georgia. Two 
years ago the struggle was renewed in all” 
its bitterness and. from one end to the other 
the state was disrupted by these: factional 
bitternesses, For almost an entire session 
the legislature was in a turmoil of excite- 
ment and at times there were scenes dis- 
graceful to the state.\ The hail of the 
house, where the ballots for senator were 
taken, was the scene of such excitement 
and personal encounters as would have 
paled into insignificdnce the similar caprices 
of the Austrian parliament. Thé final re- 
sult was ‘the election by the anti-Chipley 
forces of Mallory after similar efforts to 
and other dark horses had failed. 

The bitterness between the two factions 
reached high water mark in that contest. 
The result relegated Cal] to the rear; and 
when, some time afterwards, Chipley died, 
the entire state seemed to agree, by com- 
mon consent, to put aside the old issue and 
the old animosities. Metaphorically, Flori- 
da drew a sigh of relief; politically, the 
cards were shuffied and there was a new 
deal. 

Neither Dares Use It. 

This explained why there is none of that 
old issue in this present contest. There is 
no talk for or against the corporations; 
neither candidate is charging the other of 
corporation affiliations, and this fight is ab- 
solutely devoid of the bitterness that has 
seemed heretofore to be the necessary ac- 
companiment of a struggle for the senator- 
ship. 

Perhaps this is due, to some extent, to 
the fact that ‘“‘one’s afraid while t’other 
daren’t’’—to use a homely expression. I 
came here expecting to see the old fight on, 
with Tallaferro holding up the corporation 
end. As a matter of fact, however, if either 
candidate is receiving the special support of 
the great railroad corporations—or any of 
them—it is (Pasco, who is enjoying the open 
support of the men most closely identified 
with the Plant system. The Taliaferro men 
have not held this up against Pasco. If 
they had desired to do this they would not 
have dared, for many of the men who were 
the strongest Chipley supporters are for 
Tailaferro and his corporation affiliations 
are probably as strong as those of the pres- 
ent senator. Neither can be said to be the 
direct representative of the corporations 
and yet, on the other hand, neither is on 
the anti-corporation side of the fence. 

It is perfectly true that the corporation 
question has been eliminated from this con- 
test. This is the first important fact con- 
cerning it. The thing which strikes the on- 
looker with the most force. One other fea- 
ture scarcely less important is the ap- 
parent lack Of interest in the contest. 

No National Issues. 

There is absolutely no difference between 
Pasco and Taliaferro og national issues. 
The Florida legislature consists of 100 mem- 
bers and every man of the 100 is a Chicago 
platform democrat. Both Pasco and Tal- 
iaferro were strong supporters of the ticket 
and the platform in the contest of 18% and 
nothing appertaining thereto is, in conse- 
quence, entering into this senatorial fight. 
When it comes to consistent silver records 
no man has a better one than old Senator 
Call, for he was preaching the necessity of 
silver restoration fifteen and twent? years 
ago; but there is no disposition on the part 
of anybody to inject this question into the 
present contest, for there is no question of 
the loyal democracy of both Taliaferro and 
Pasco. 

Perhaps it is the death of the corporation 
issue, and the consequent joy of everybody 
at being rid of it, that explains the lack of 
general interest in this senatorial contest. 
That there is such lack there is no ques- 
tion. Even here at Tallahassee there was 
no interest unti] the crowds began coming 
in yesterday and today. Many of the men 
who are lined up for one of the candidates 
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thusiasm in their support of the man who 
is supposed to be their favorite. 

Pasco’s Friends Not Enthusiastic. 

This is particularly true of Some of the 
Pasco men The Taliaferro men are for 
their friend ‘‘Jim’’ heart and soul; but some 
men are going to vote for Pasco tomorrow 
who do not want to see him elected. This 
fact is Senator Pasco’s chief element of 
weakness. He and his friends bebieve that 
when the contest opens and these men once 
get lined up by their votes they will get 
stronger in their allegiance. 

Such a thing is possible. Much will de- 
pend upongthe line-up in this preliminary 
vote. If elther man is close! to a majority 
he will win: if neither reach that stage the 
ehance for a deadlock and fight is good. 


MEAT INSPECTION BILL IS UP. 


Minister of Interior Did Not Make In 
troductory Speech. i 

Berlin, April 17.The reichstag today be- 

gan the consideration of. the. meat inspec- 

tion bill with a small attendance. Sur- 


prise was expressed at the fact that the 


minister of the interior, Count Posadow- 
ski-Wehner, who alone represented the gov- 
ernment, contrary to custom, did not make 
an introductory speech. 

The impression prevails that the reich- 
stag bill in its present shape will not prove 
acceptable, as it is looked upon as favor- 
ing foreigners. The bill will be debated 
tomorrow, and will then go to committee, 
where the real fight will begin. 

It is questionable whether the govern- 
ment fll accept the bill if it is greatly 
amended. 


SPAIN ANNOUNCES A MINISTER. 


Cambon Informs Hay of the Selection 
of the Duke d’Arcos. 
Washington, April 17.—The French am- 
bassador, M. Cambon, called on Secretary 
Hay today and officially advised him, in 
behalf of Spain, that the Duke d’Arcos 
had been chosen as Spanish minister at 

Washington. 

The ambassador also made known that 
the Spanish government, through the mivr¢- 
ister of foreign affairs, had informed him 
that Mr. Bellamy Storer would be persona 
grata as United States minister to Madrid. 

The secretary and the ambassador 
felicitated each other on the agreeable 
diplomatic relations which would bé soon 
re-established between the United States 
and Spain. The time of Duke d’Arcos’s 
arrival here has not yet been set. 


SHOW IMPROVED CONDITIONS. 


Industrial Commission Hears Some 
Expert Testimony. 

Washington, April 17.—The industrial 
commission today examined two members 
of the National Building Trades Council of 
America, Milford Spohn and John B. Hea- 
ley. *\ 

Both witnesses agreed as to the improved 
conditions wrought among the craftsmen 
by organization within the past twenty 
years. They said the tendency had been 
steadily toward higher and more uniform 
wages, shorter hours and more steady em- 
ployment with a steadily decreasing num- 
ber of etrikes among the crafts engaged in 
building trades. 

The trades organizations, they said, were 
unanimous in advocating the restriction of 
immigration and arbitration of disputes. 


UPHOLDS HEALTH AND CLIMATE. 


Consul Williams Denies Statements 
About the Philippines. 

Washington, April 17.—The.state depart- 
ment has published a report from United 
States Consul] Williams at Manila, in which 
he refutes the statements regarding the 
health and climate of the Philippines. 

During he last year, he says, he heard of 
no temperature in the islands below 57 de- 
grees and none above 9% degrees in the sun. 
The city of Manila is swept by sea breezes 
and has an abundant and good water sup- 
ply.

4%fton, Ga., April 17.—(Special.)—A de- 
gorable tragedy occurred this morning ten 
miles west of Tifton, in Worth county, 
which leaves a mourning widow, four or- 
phan children and a family plunged in grief. 

Eight years ago T. J. Willis, a prosperous 
young farmer of Worth county, married 
Frances, the oldest daughter of Mr. B. F. 
Sinclair. Mr. Sinclair is woodsman for Mr. 
H. H. Tift, of Tifton, which position he 
has held for the past twenty but 
owns a farm over in Worth near that of 
young Willis and his family. He resides 
there while he superintends the logging 
camps out on the Tifton and Northeastern 
railroad in Irwin county. 


Estrangement Between the Families. 

After his marriage young WilMs settled 
ona farm about three miles from the home 
of his father-in-law and the two families 
were apparently on the best of terms until 
a few weeks ago, when some trouble arose, 
but of exactly what nature has not yet de- 
veloped. It was apparently of a trifling 
character and no one had any idea of a 
tragedy resulting from it unti}) this morn- 
ing.

One report has it that this estrangement | 


grew out of the way in which Willis had 
treated his wife and it is rumored that he 
had whipped her the previous evening, al- 
though cannot be sub- 
Stantiated. 
The Shooting of Willis. 

About 7 o’clock this morning two of Mr. 
Binclair’s sons, Henry and Ben, aged about 
seventeen and nineteen years, stopped at 
Willis’s house. Willis asked them to take 
a drink of corn beer with him, went to his

smokehouse, drew the beer and brought it y 


to the room in which the boys were. 

While they were drinking Willis asked 
the younger of the two boys about some re- 
ports which he had heard they had circu- 
lated on him. The boy replied by giving 
the report the lie, but a quarrel ensued and 
Willis started toward the boy, when his 
wife caught him and held him from behind. 
The two Sinclair boys drew their pistols 
and began shooting Willis, two balls taking 
effect. Willis wrenched loose from his wife 
and followed the boys into his yard, when 
they shot him again, jumped into their 
Vagon and drove off. 

Wounds Will Prove Fatal. 

Dr. A. P. Hunter, of Tifton, who was 
called, says Willis’s wounds are probably 
fatal. He is shot in the left side of the 
face, the ball striking the cheekbone and 
Tanging down into his neck; also in the 
muscle of the left arm, shattering the 
bone, and in the left side, the ball ranging 
downward, passing through the liver into 
the com-

About an hour after their departure a 


brother of the wounded man and his 
brother-in-law, a Mr. Owens, afrived in 
Tifton in pursuit of the boys. They said T. 
J. Willis, the man that was shot, was dying 
when they left him and that the only cause 
they could learn for the shooting was that 
the boys claimed Willis had cursed their 
mother. 

A warrant was sworn out for the two 
boys before Justice Youmans and a party 
organized to go in pursuit of them. The 
Posse left Tifton aboug il o'clock, but has 
hot yet returned.

FELDER’S CASE IS 
~ ARGUED IN MACON 


Special Master Steed Begins Taking of 
Testimony. 


IT WILL CONSUME SOME TIME 


Then the Case Goes to United States 
Court 


RAY’S MEN LIKED BY MACON PEOPLE 


Boys Behave Themselves When They 
Visit the City—Railway Surgeons 
Meet—Other. News. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., April 17.—(Special.)—Mr. Clem P. 
Steed, as special master in the United States 
court, commenced today to hear testimony 
in the case of T. J. Felder versus the Cor- 
bin Banking Company et al. The plaintiff 
was at one time agent for the defendants 
and the suit is for fees and commissions. 
Felder is represented by Erwin & Callaway, 
Glenn, Phillips & Slaton, O. J. Wimberly. 
The defendants are represented by Charles 
F. Matthewson, W. E. Simmons, A. L. 
Miller, J. E. Webb, G. C. Austin. 

The amount of Felder’s claim is about 
$8,000. He formerly represented the com- 
pany as general agent to place loans in 
Georgia and received a salary of $300 per 
month. He alleges that he moved his head- 
quarters from Georgia to New York, where 
a new contract was formed with him as 
an independent agent, and he was to re- 
ceive a certain per cent of the profits in- 
stead of a fixed salary of $300 per month. 
Later Corbin was killed by his horses run- 
ning away and the contract with Felder 
was discontinued by the company. 


The company disputes Felder’s contention, 


and declares that he was never anything 


more than an employee; denies the inde-° 


pendent agency which he claims, and says 
it is not due him fees and commissions. 

The hearing before the special master will 
consume some time, and then the matter 
has to be referred to Judge Speer. 

Ray’s Soldiers Orderly. 

Colonel Ray can congratulate himself 
that his regiment is one of the best behaved 
and best disciplined of the many that have 
been located at Macon during the Ameri- 
can-Spanish war. When the immunes leav’ 
camp and visit the city very few of them 
become drunk or disorderly. None of them 
have created any serious disturbance what- 
ever and have given the police no trouble. 
Colonel Ray has his regiment under splen- 
did control, and the excellent conduct of 
the men is the subject of praise and ad- 
miration on the part of citizens and the 
police authorities. 

Quite a number of immunes are sick 
with pneumonia. They contracted severe 
colds ‘before reaching Macon, and after 
their arrival pneumonia developed. Sev- 
eral of the officers are also sick. 

The work on the muster rolls is progress- 
ing rapidly, and will no doubt be finished 
in two or three weeks. The men are anx- 
jous to get out of service, and many de- 
clare this shall be their last war experience 
if fhey can have their way about. it. 

Preparations are under full headway for 
the barbecue to be given on next Friday 
by the people of Macon complimentary to 
the immunes. It is expected there will be 


a large crowd of visitors present from the 
surrounding country. 


That Arrested Negro. 

The Constitution today gave an account 
of the afrest im Macon on yesterday morn- 
ing of Walter Davis, an enlisted negro sol- 
dier, on suspicion of being Sam Hose, the 
murderer of ‘Mr. Cranford, and being car- 
ried to Barnesville for identification. The 
negro has been returned from Barnesville, 
it- being quickly established there that he 
was not the Jparty wanted. Davis says 
when he reached Barnesville yesterday in 
custody of the unknown man who arrest- 
ed him ‘n the depot at Macon, he was met 
at the train by an armed body of men 
who quietly examined him, and they took 
from him $4.50, all the money he had, and 
would not return it to him. He reported 
the facts to Captain Parker, the enlisting 
Officer at Macon. 

Captain Parker has commenced apn in- 
vestigation of the arrest of Davis. He 
Says: 

“This man was arrested by some un- 
known party, and though he had papers 
which were self-explanatory, he was dealt 
with in a very summary manner, 

“The man who performed the arrest 
I pronounce 
ut to be an outrageous proceeding and one 
which will certainly be investigated fully, 
for the man had no warrant and certainly 
acted without authority. The soldier had 
papers about his person showing when he 
enlisted and to what place he had been 
assigned, but these ‘the pretended officer 
would not examine. He also took $4 or $5 
in money from the negro, which he evident- 
ly retained, as the man did not get it back 
when he was released. 

“This negro enlisted on the day that 
these crimes were committed, and to my 
certain knowledge he had been around the 
recruiting station for a week prior to that 
time.”’ 

Davis will be furnisheg with more papers 
and transportation to Fort Apache, Ari- 
zona, where he goes on active duty, and 
Captain Parker states that he will be un- 
tiring in his efforts to find out the party 
who made the arrest. 

When Davis was arrested at the depot 


.yesterday he gave the name of William 


Henry Jennings. This was regarded as a 


“suspicious circumstance.

ARE AT QUARANTINE 


As Soon as Yhe Work of Disiateeting 
Seldiors Is Completed 


THEY WILL COME TO ATLANTA 


Second Louisiana Men Make Presents 
to General Gordon and Family. 


GENERAL YOUNG ARRIVES IN SAVANNAH 


Will Attend to Mustering Out Sol- 
diers—City Council and the Ques- 
tion of National Quarantine. 


Savannah, Ga., April 17.—(Special.)—The 
Third engineers, the regiment which is to 
go into camp at Fort McPherson, near At- 
lanta, prior to being mustered out, ar- 
tived at Savannah quarantine station to- 
day. The work of disinfecting the baggage 
and clothing of the troops was begun at 
once, and they were sent over to the de- 
tention camp on Dafuskie island, where 
they will be detained for a period of five 
days. The regiment will then be brought 
to Savannah and will take special trains 
at once for Atlanta. Four gompanies of the 
regiment came on the transport Thomas, 
along with the Thirty-first Michigan regi- 
ment, which will be mustered out at Au- 
gusta. The two other battalions of the 
Third engineers came on the Ward liner 
Havana, along with two battalions of the 
Second engineers, which regiment is also 
scon to be mustered out. This makes about 
3,000 soldiers that arrived at the Savannah 
quarantine station today, all of whom will 
go into the detention camp at Dafuskie 
for a period of five days. Prior to 
its departure from the city, the Second 
Louisiana regiment, which has .just been 
mustered out, called on General W. W., 
Gordon today in.a body and presented him 
with a magnificent umbrella and Mrs. Gor- 
don and her daughter with a handsome 
silver match tray. ‘These presents were 
made altogether by the enlisted men, the 
officers taking no’part. There were about 
800 men in front of General Gordon's houee, 
and they were invited in by squads and 
each was given a treat. This regiment 
was tn General Gordon’s brigade when he 
was firgt appointed and took station at 
Mobile. General Gordon made them a 
speech of thanks for their remembrance, 
and the occasion was. a most interesting 
one, 

Enlisted in Regular Army. 

Frank Martin, an Ohio negro, nineteen 
years old, found himself in trouble here 
when the Two Hundred and Second New 
York regiment departed after being muster- 
ed out. Martin was the regiment’s mascot, 


and when the men disbanded they no long- | 


er had any use for such an article of furni- 
ture. Martin was in a strange land with- 
out money and without friends. A novel 
scheme was hit upon for getting him a 
job. He applied to the court of ordinary, 
had a guardian appointed, and the guardian 
gave him permission to enlist in the regu- 
lar army, which he did. He was assigned 
to the Ninth cavalry. : 

. General 8. M. Young came down from 
Augusta today and will remain through 
tomorrow. He is chief mustering officer for 
this section and his visit. is in connection 
with duties appertaining to his office in 
that capacity. P 

The Quarantine Proposition. 

The city council this afternoon passed a 
resolution providing for turning the Sa- 
vannah quarantine over to the national 
government; that is, if the national govern- 
ment wants to take it under certain condi- 
tions. The resolution as passed provides 
that the government shall buy the citys 
tug for $5,000 It shall then take the sta- 
tion for a period of two years. If at the 
end of that time the city wants to take it 
back it may do so by reimbursing the gov- 
ernment for improvements made. If ‘not, 
the government is to take it and buy the 
property from the city. The resolution 
will be submitted to the authorities in 
Washington and then they will be asked to 
say whether they want the station under 
the conditions named. 


CUT HIS THROAT WITH GLASS. 


Guicide of Crazy Man in Valdosta Yes- 
terday. 

Valdosta, Ga., April 17.—(Special.)—About 
8 o'clock this morning a young white man, 
who called himself Robert Miller, took his 
life by cutting his throat with a piece of 
glass, which he broke from a window. 
He was crazy and was lodged in jail. He 
seemed to think a mob was after him all 
the time. About 3:15 o'clock it was an- 
nouncec by the jailer that he had cut his 
throat, which drew quite a crowd to the 
jail. He had partly cut his throat, the gash 
being large enough for one’s fist to enter, 
and was standing at his window trying to 
talk. A doctor was summoned, but before 
he arrived the man disappeared from the 
window and in a few minutes he fell to the 
floor. He resumed his work when he dis- 
appeared by using a piece of glass about 
s'x inches long. Chief Dampicr turned him 
over to Sheriff Passmore this morning for 
safe keeping when it was discovered that 
he was insane.

SMALLPOX NEAR LINCOLNTON. 


Seven Cases Among Negroes—Ordina- 
ry Establishes Quarantine. 

Lincolnton, Ga./\ April 17.—(Special.)— 
There are seven; cases of smallpox within 
three miles of Lincolnton. About three 
weeks ago it was reported that-a negro 
who had just returned from the infected 
district in South Carolina had broken out.

Minister of J ustice | Says Prisoner 
Should Be Brought Home. 


Paris, April 17.—Senator Trarieux has 
written to M. Lebret, minister of Justice, 
pointing out the passage In the message of 
Governor Daniel, of Cayenne, intimating 
that Dreyfus wished to commit suicide and 
demanding that the care be taken to pre- 
serve the prisoner from any accident and 
especially from a violent death, the re- 
sponsibility for which would fall on the 
government. 

Senator Trarieux says in his letter he 
thinks such a danger alone sufficient to jus- 
tify the immediate return of Dreyfus to 
France. 
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PICQUART’S EVIDENCE IN PRINT 


Paris Paper Still Working on the 
Dreyfus Case. 

Paris, April 17.—The Figaro continuing its 
publication of testimony offered before tne 
court of cassation in the Dreyfus revision 
proceedings gives another installment of 
Colonel Picquart’s evidence. From the 
time when he mentioned his suspicions ee 
garding Esterhazy to General Gronze, Pic- 
quart felt, he testified, a disguised hosthity 
on the part of Gonze toward himself, He 
referred in this connection to the ignoring 
by Generals Gonze, Biklot and De Boisdeffre 
of his proposals that measures pe employ- 
ed regarding Esterhazy.

On another. occasion General Billot, 
having told Picquart the contents of a 
document signed “Maximillan,’’ which he 
(Billot) regarded as proving the guilt of 
Dreyfus, Colonel Picquart expressed doubts 
of its genuineness to General Gonze. The 
latter replied: 

“When a minister tells me something I 
always believe it.” 

Piequatt remarked that this was ex{taor- 
dinary and that the document must have 
been sent by Lieutenant Colonel Henri to 
General Gonze directly without his (Pic- 
quart’s) consent. Esterhazy, the witness 
testified, was never employed by the gen- 
eral staff while he (Picquart) was chief of 
the intelligence bureau. Therefore when 
Esterhazy spoke of relations with the gen- 
eral staff he must have alluded to relations 
with Lieutenant Colonel Henri, General De 
Pellieux and Colone] Du Paty de Clam.

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RED HAT COSTS ABOVE $10,000. 


It Is So Heavy That a Cardinal Can- 
not Wear It with Comfort. 
From The Cleveland Ledger. 

The cardinal’s hat is oval, with a double 
purple frieze having thirty tassels falling 
over its back. This costly hat is never 
used without discomfort until the day when 
it ies upon its owner's coffin. 

When the secret consistory, the pope. 
resolves to send the calotte and the red 
cap to his future cardinal—priest or lay- 
man—a noble, one of the guards, is chosen 
by him to carry the calotte in its silken 
box to the elect. The cardinal-to-be pays 
into the hands of the messenger a gratifi- 
cation of $2,000. A second messenger, called 


-the ablegate (legatis vice gerant), carries 


the beret, and is presented by the newly 
appointed cardinal with the sum of $1,200 
for himself and $600 for his secretary, who 
accompanies him. The third and last mes- 
senger receives a gratuity according to the 
generosity of the cardinal-to-be. 

There is another bill to pay, the paroh- 
ment on which the bill is written and the 
wax of the seal add the sum of (approxi- 
mately) $423. Then comes the bill to the 
jeweler of the propaganda, the cardinal’s 
ring, which calls for an expenditure of $600. 

There is no end to the expenditures at- 
tendant upon this ceremony. The hum- 
blest sweeper who sweeps in tne neighbor- 
hood of the pontifical palace must receive 
his gift and the entire choir of the chanters 
of the chapel receive $2, and anticipatory 
payment made by the cardinal-elect to- 
ward his own funeral expenses; this he 
must pay at the crowning moment of his 
earthly success. 

The cardinal’s tailor furnishes four cos- 
tumes or suits of clothes; the number is 
fixed by ecclesiastical regulations—the 
dress worn on festivals or gala occasions 
cost not less than $1,000. Then there {s the 
bill of the hatter, who furnishes four hats 
with four different titles; the hatter is 
obliged to keep the hats in repair—that is 
to say, it is his business to see that the 
green and gold cords which belong to the 
hats are kept fresh and spotless. 

After the ‘‘tipsy’’ are distributed and the 
alms given and after the costumes and 
hats are paid for the cardinal’s palace must 
be arranged. The arrangements are made 
according to strict rule. ‘There must be 
just such a number of rooms, and they 
must be arranged in just such order. ‘To 
aceompany the palace and keep the car- 
dinal in countenance are myriads of ser- 
vants and a handsome equipage drawn by 
two matched black horses. lt is becom- 
ing difficult and exceedingly expensive ta 
match such horses in the Roman stud. 
They must be superb animals, perfect in 
every way. They wear their costumes, 
also a comparison of velvet blackness, At 
the lowest estimate, these expenses cover 
not less than $10,000.

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NEW MILITARY DEPARTMENT. 


Cuban Territory Is Redistricted by the 
Secretary of War. 
Washington, April 17.—The secretary of 
war today issued orders for the re-organi- 
zation of the military departments in Cuba 
in accordance with the changed conditions 
resulting from the demobilization of the 
volunteer troops on that island. Up to this 
time there have been seven military |. de- 
partments in Cuba, constituting one mili- 
tary division under command of Major 
(seneral Brooke, with headquarters at 

Havana. 

Under the orders issued today the num- 
ber of departments is reduced to five, the 
two eliminated being the department of 
Pinar del Rio, commanded by Brigadier 
General Hasbrouck, and the department of 
Matanzas, commanded by Brigadier Gen- 
eral Bates. The department of Pinar del 
Rio is consolidated with the department 
of the province of Havana, and Brigadier 
General’ Lee, now commanding the latter 
department, is assigned to the command 
of,the two departments thus combined. The 
department of Matanzas is consolidated 
with the department of Santa Clara, and 
Brigadier General Wilson, now in command 
of the last named department, is assigned 
to the command of the new department. 

No change is made in the department of 
Santiago or the department of Puerto 
Principe. 3rigadier General Wood will 
continue in command of the former depart- 
ment, and Brigadier General Carpenter in 
command of the department of Puerto 
Principe. General Ludlow will remain in 
command of the department of the city of 
Havana, and General Chaffee and General 
Ernst and the other officers on the staff 
of General Brooke will continue the per- 
formance of their present duties in con- 
nection with the military government of 
Cuba. 
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LEE’S LAST GENERAL ORDER. 


General Compliments the Seventh 
Army Corps as It Leaves. 

Havana, April 17.—The last general order 
issued by Major General Fitzhugh Lee to 
his command, the Seventh army corps, is 
in part, as follows:

CANNED ROAST BEEF EXAMINED. 


Court of Inquiry Goes Through Goods 
Sent Back from Islands. 
Washington, April 17.—The Wade court off 
inquiry spent the for2noon inspecting a 
m'‘scellaneous collection of canned foast 
beef, which had been accumulated at the 
Washington barracks from various points 
in Cuba end Porto Rico. The 6580 cans in- 
spected represented nearly all of the va- 
rious brands in use during the island cam- 
paigns. Among the other brands was the 
white labeled red can about which there 
has been mugh conflicting testimony. All 
af the cans of this brand were opened and 

Were found to be good. 

Of the 60 cans six were found to be de- 
fective from either rust, nail holes or rough 
handling. They were opened and _ found 
spoiled. Only one ‘swelled’? can was found 
In the lot. A number of the uninjured cans 
were found sweet.

Is Oatmeal Still Eaten? 

There is an old Scottish song set to the 
tune of “Oh, the Roast Beef of Old Eng- 
land!’’ which praises oatmeal to the skies. 
It would evoke but little enthusiasm now- 
adays, for while 100 years ago some prepa- 
ration of oatmeal graced the Scottish board 
two and frequently three times a day, to- 
day its appearance is rare. 

Oatmeal porridge survives, and sensible 
people swear by’ it, but health foods have 
almost swept it from American breakfast 
tables, and even are creeping into Scotland, 
the stronghold of oatmeal. The average 
Englishman loves oatmeal as a pudding. 
Carlyle, Macaulay and Professor Blackie 
were fond of it to the last. 

Oatmeal hardly appears once a day at 
meal times, when it formerly came intwo 
or three times. The abundance of choice 
of articles of foods has much, but not 
everything, to do with this; change of fash- 
ion has something also, The English prefer 
a finer ground meal, the Scotch a rougher, 
which needs longer boiling. Sowans is the 
porridge made from the husks when steep- 
ed. When oatmeal is stirred in boiling wa- 
ter, it is known as brose; when boiled well 
in water, one has “porridge’’ in Scotland, 
in England a kind of hasty putdding. Steep- 
ed in water twenty-four hours until if be- 
gins to ferment, and then boiled to gruel, 
we have the Welsh “brwehan.’’ Ten grains 
of oatmeal, burned in the body, Dr. Edward 
Smith tells us, produces heat equal to lift- 
ing 7,800 pounds one foot high. If H. M. 
Stanley had his way he would introduce 
banana flour. porridge among the people. 
This has pulled ‘him through from death's 
door more than once, and he grows elo- 
quent over the dish in his ‘‘Darkest Africa.” 
But, alas! 30 cents a pound is too much, as 
things go, for this luxury. 

America is now monopolizing the oatmeal 
market. Tefr or tWelve years ago England 
produced ail its own oatmeal; now large 
quantities are imported from the United 
States. In 18% the United States exported 
9,719,337 pounds of oatmeal, value $246,000; in 
1898, 90,500,270 pounds, value $2,039,500. Seven- 
tenths of this enormous quantity goes to 
England. 3

The conductor jumped to shield his child, 
seized a coupling pin and smashed a head, 
but not until four shots-had rung out and 
three bullets were in his body. 

Fighting to the last, he fell dead in th= 
doorway. The brakeman was shot in the 
arm, and made his escape from the car to 
the ground. Fearing he would give the 
alarm and cause their capture, the bandits 
fied. Then the boy showed that the blood 
of heroes is transmitted to succeeding gen- 
erations. He pulled the body of his father 
inside and coolly secured his money and 
watch. He noticed that the train was 
barely moving, and it occurred to him 
that there was a second section close be- 
hind. He knew the brakeman had no lan- 
tern even if alive. The plucky boy took 
the red light and torpedoes, dropped off, 
ran back expecting at every step to be 
shot, and flagged the other train. Travelers 
westward over the Big Four sometimes 
wonder why a slender volunteer seems 6&0 
prominent in helping the switchmen at- 
tach the dining car at one of the terminals.

They 
believe in dreams, consult birds as omens 
before engaging in any important under- 
taking, bury their dead, believe in a vague 
future state; live in long houses on the 
river banks, and tattoo the shoulders and 
arms. The mental capacity of the Dyaks 
is rated by Dr, A. R. Wallace above the 
Malays, and in moral character they are 
undoubtedly superior. “‘The worst feature 
connected with the Dyak character is their 
temper—they are sulky, obstinate, and 
sullen when found out or corrected; and 
they are exceedingly apathetic, nor does 
there appeaf any inclination on their part 
to rise above their low and degraded con- 
dition.’’ ; 

As against this, however, we have the 
testimony of Rajah Brooke that they are 
a race easily to be modified and improved, 
especially as they have no prejudices of 
religion, food or caste. They are gocilable 
and domestic in the'’e habits, and “from 
tive to fifty families’ will live under one 
roof without coming to blows. In many 
cases the women are cleverer than their 
husbands, and their advice is often follow- 
ed in serious business. They are hospita- 
ble, too, and the wayfarer is presented with 
the best food the house affords—very 
“high” fish or eggs, clean boiled rice, fruit, 
and areca nuts.

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COLYAR’S CLAIMS 


DO NOT PAN OUT 


Nasbyille Lawyer Promises More Than 
He Can Produce. 


SO SAYS ATTORNEY WEEKS 


Tennesseean Fails To Show Female 
Witness Against Heckman. 
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HIS TELEGRAMS AND LETTERS PRESENTED 


Blanche Graham, Who Was Billed To 
Appear in the Case, Admitted 
To Be a Myth. 


New York, April 17.—The examination of 
Arthur S. Colyar, Jr., the Nashville lawyer 
who is charged with conspiracy to kidnap 
Nicholas A. Heckman, an important wit- 
ness in the Molineaux poisoning case, was 
Continued today and adjourned unttl] tomor- 
row. . 

Mr. Weeks, counsel for Molineaux, read a 
number of affidavits that had béen sent to 
him by Colyar while in Nashville, as proof 
that there could be no, doubt,¢hat Hack- 
man was Percy Raymond, an escaped con- 
vict. The first was sworn to by J. F. Mar- 
tin and the second by W. W. Redmond, of 
Nashville. Several letters and telegrams 
that had been sent by Colyar to Mr. Weeks 
fhe latter also read, in which Colyar stated 
thet Blanche Graham, to woman Raymond 
is said to have wronged, was to come to 
New York to make the final and positive 
identification. Mr. Weeks said Colyar had 
gone to Albany and secured the requisition 
papers which were hela upon Governor 
Roosevelt's request that they be not served 
Until he had further looked into the mat- 
ter. Colyar. according to Mr. Weeks, then 
went to Washington and wired: 

“Woodruff, Acting Governor—From high- 
est authority I learn Platt can control him. 
Am getting letters to Platt from men of 
influence here.’’ 

Mr. Weeks said that Colyar had confess- 
ed to him that there was no Blanche Gra- 
ham and that when Mr. Weeks got him to 
Produce the women who had signed the 
affidavit as Blanche Granam, Colyar got a 
woman in Washington who agreed to play 
the part, paying her $25, and she failed to 
put in an appearance. 


“ft told Colyar that as an officer of the. 


court I could do nothing but dake him back 
to New York and turn him over to the au- 
thorities there,” said Mr. Weeks. 

Mr. Weeks said he made Colyar give up 
a telegraph order for $60, payable in Wash- 
ington, that he Wad sent himrand which had 
not been cashed. 

Mr. Weeks alleged that Colyar had con- 
fessed to him that the photograph Colyar 
had given him purporting to be a picture of 
Raymond taken from the locket of Blanche 
Graham, had been obtained by photograph- 
ing the tin type of Heckman which had 
been sent to Nashville for identification. 
The proceedings were then adjourned.

The association was called to order by 
the president, Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, 
and the report of the secretary, Mrs. T. A. 
Hammond, was read and approved. Mrs. 
Black expressel the regret of the asso- 
ciation that the custom of bringing the 
children of the free schools to the meet- 
ing, which had veen followed in the past, 
could not be adhered to, as much of the 
tire of the children had been lost in the 
class room on accsunt of the bad weather 
since the first of the year. 

It was the earnest wish of the assoclia- 
tion that the question of free kindergartens 
in connection with the publir schools be 
taken up at the earliest possible time by 
the board of education, as the urgent need 
for such a m ovementys had been forcibly 
impressed upon the ladies of the association 
by the recent visit of Mr. Horace Fileteher, 
and the addresses made by him in the city. 

The president congratulated the associa- 
tion that since the last yearly meeting a 
fourth free kindergarten had been added 
to the charge of the organization, and 
that every prospect pointed to the addi- 
tion of other schools and an increase in the 
number of children attending them. 

The report of the treasurer showed thgt 
$618 had been left in the treasury for the 
beginning of the new term and that the 
association would have a fund of at least 
$700 on which to start next year. Reports 


of the teachers of the four schools, Miss 
Lyl*, of school No. 1; Mrs. Johnson, of 


school No. 2; Mrs. Coulter, of school No. 
3, and Miss Davis, of schoo} No. 4, were 
read and showed a marked improvement 
in attendance since the first of the year, 


Officers Are Elected. 

The recommendation of the committee 
appointed to nominate officers for the com- 
ing school year was accepted in full, and 
the following officials were chosen by the 
association: 

Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, president: Mrs. 
Joseph Thompson, first vice president; 
Mrs. Julius M. Alexander, second vice pres- 
ident; Mrs. George S. May, third vice 
president, and Mrs. W. M. Nixon, fourth 
vics president; Mrs. W. G. Raoul, chair- 
man finance committee; Mrs. A. V. Gude, 
treasurer; Mrs. T. A. Hammond, secretary, 
and Mrs. James Thomas, corresponding 
secretary. 

The report of thé president, Mrs. Nellie 
Peters Black, which follows, was received 
with interest and appreciation by the as- 
sociation: 

“In presenting this, the third summary 
of our work as an association, I feel that 
it is impossible to emphasize too strongly 
my gratitude for the hearty, cordial sup- 
port you have given your president at all 
times, it does not seem possible for a more 
loyal and completely cordial relation to 
exist than has been maintained in the past 
year;

Kindergarten Association, with Mrs. Nellie 
Peters Black at the head, is the culmination 
of this modest beginning. 

“Through many vicissitudes has the as- 
sociation struggied, always with a deierm!i- 
nation that the righteousness of the cause 
has warranted, until at last it has come to 


' be regarded by the public as a permanent 


institution. The visit of Mr. Horace 
Fietcher, the well Known phHanthropist, 
this past winter gave a needed impetus to 
this interesting branch of education. His 
first lecture in the Woman's Club rooms en- 
tertained all and surprised not a few of his 
large audience. It seemed hard to realize 
that the kindergarten had done all the good 
he detailed, and his second talk at Mrs. 


Black's made a strong impression on the 
members of the board wof education and 
city council who heard him. It is the 


Cherished hope of the:association that the 
time may seon come when his appeal to 
have the free kindergarten a part of our 
public school system may be realized, and 
to this end the: officers and members are 
working. We have now four schools in 
operation: 

“School No. 1.—On. Walton street, in 
charge of our general superintendent, Miss 
Elizabeth Kyle, and her assistant, Miss De 
Graffenreid. 

“School No. 2.—The Woman's Club school 
on Deeatur street and in charge of Mrs. 
Julia M. Johnson. 


“School Ne. 3.—On North avenue, with 
Mrs. Coulter as teacher. 


“School No. 4.—Located on Peters street, 
with Miss Davis as teacher. This school 
is our latest acquisition and is the result 
of the untiring love and devotion of Mrs. 
William M. Nixon to the cause of kinder- 
garten work. Having helped so much to 
bring about the guccess of the other 
schools, she has now undertaken a fourth, 
and with the aid of Mrs. Hugh Inman and 
Miss Jennie Inman ‘1nd of their own means 
propose to make this the equa] of any of 
the schools. For th‘s noble work of hers 
too much praise cannot be given and we de- 
Sire to record our sincerest appreciation of 
what she has done and promise her our 
hearty co-operation. To provide the funds 
necessary to successfully conduct these 
thrée schools—No. 4 being provided for—is 
no small undertaking. We must have not 
less than $1,500 a year and as our member- 
Ship is about 100, from whom we collect 
$5 each a year, to get the additional $1,000 
has taxed our combined energy and in- 
genuity. However, the cause is so worthy 
that our needs have always been supplied 
at the right time and often from sources 
least expected. This last year through the 
influence of Mr. Eugene Spalding we re- 
ceived $125, then a donation from Mrs. W. 
G. Raoul of $19, together with smalier 
amounts from Council of Jewish Women 
and various small entertainments have 
helped to keep the association in funds

Thompson, the unstinted gratitude of the 
association is given. It came at a time 
when most needed and therefore must be 
appreciated and with much pleasure we re- 
Cord this work. 

“This report would be t!ncomplete did it 
not make especial mention of Mrs. Nellie 
Peters Black, our president. Since the 
schools have opened she has always been 
ready and willing to perform the many 
duties placed upon her—to suggest new 
ideas and plans and in her own gentle but 
withal business-like way see them success- 
fully executed. Her kindness and firmness 
are felt and appreciated by the corps of 
teachers under her as well as-by the as- 
sociation at large and I take pleasure in 
behalf of the association in giving voice to 
the feeling of love and esteem which sur- 
rounds her and thanking her for the great 
work she has done and continues to do.

The first of the Thomas concerts was 
heard at the Grand last night, and—we are 
both proud and grateful to say it—was a 


genuine success from every standpoint; 
artistic, interesting, delightful, splendidly 
attended, and enthusiastically applauded. 


The people are demonstrating that real 
music is the thing, and heaven save us 
from clap-trap! The rounds vf applause 
for Mr. Thomas had hardly died away 
when the old, familiar, and yet always 
beautiful processional march from ‘“‘Tann- 
haeuser’’ broke out, and from that first 
note to the Jast strain of the ‘1812’ over- 
ture, there was no place for fault-find- 
ing. Of course, every man to his taste, 
and, personally, I should have preferred a 
quicker tempo when the violins .begin that 
mad whirl in the “‘Tannhaeuser” overture. 
It seems to me that Seidl played“it faster, 
but, then, we hear ‘“‘Tannhaeuser’’ fre- 
quently, and perhaps we are just a little 
blase, and need a little more madness to 
make it thrilling. : 

Apart from this overture, however, the 
feature of the evening for me was the 
Massanet suite. That prelude—how relent- 
less! It was a marvelous bit of dynamic 
shading, weird, remorseless, overwhelming. 
And then that ‘cello solo of Mr. Steindel. 
I do not remember ever having heard a 
more perfectly lovely tone, warm, rich, 
pathetic, and soulful as only w ‘cello can 
be. What an instrument it is! 

Mrs. Griffin was in very good voice, and 
sang her numbers charmingly. It is re- 
freshing to see a woman sing so easily. 
Her voice is both delicate and forceful, 
and as smooth as. velvet. She sang, with 
violin obligato, Oscar Weil’s “Spring 
Song’’ as an encore, and later on a dainty 
little ballad of the old. English style, 
\Purcelf€esque, as one might say. I am 
very glad that we shall Near her again.

The ‘‘Peer Gynt” suite was the favorite 
with the house, however, and did exemplify 
wonderfully a wealth of tone-color. The 
third number, “Anita’s Dance,”’ was al- 
most like a breath, and unlike many con- 
ductors, Mr. Thomas never once permitted 
his orchestra to be even ostensibly merry. 
It was a delicate, almost a pathetic happl- 
ness, and it was beautiful. 

Saint-Saens’s ‘‘Danse Macabre” would give 
one an excellent opportunity for launching 
into word painting, but for us who were 
there such an attempt would be superfluous. 
When the clock struck, and the cock crew 
for morning, you could see people smile at 
each other all over the house as the spirits 
fled. This one little bit of realism was ap- 
preciated by everybody. The Tschaikowsky 
‘1812’ overture was played magnificently, 
with Salvos of artillery and a gorgeous or- 
chestral intermingling of the ‘‘Marseillaise’’ 
and the national hymn of Russia. 

One word more: There is one fact about 
Thomas as.a leader which has perhaps not 
dawned on everybody, and that is the con- 
summate logical arrangement of his pro- 
grammes. He not only gives one what one 
desires, but he gives it to you as you want 
it. Each number followed the other so 
harmoniously that you sometimes wondered 
whether anything else would have been as 
acceptable. To risk a crude simile—it was 
like a perfect dinner, where the courses 
followed correctly, each with the little ac- 
companiments which make the whole per- 
fect, and one does not have game without 
a sorbet first.

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Preserving Georgia’s Records. 

The preservation of the records of 
Georgia, so strongly urged by Mrs. W. 
L. Peel, is a matter which deserves 
earnest attention. 

Communities, as well as individuals, 
build up records which become valuable 
te them, both for local and for general 
purposes. Citizens of every state will 
take rank in the union according to rec- 
ords made, some worthy and some in- 
different. The vantage of honor must 
ever attach to the original thirteen, the 
states which first carved an empire out 
of the wilderness and whose sons made 
freedom sure. A thousand years may 
pass away, great wars have been fought 
and greater ones may be ahead, but after 
each one has exhausted the generation 
engaged in it, the generations them- 
selves will look back to the ragged con- 
tinentals of ‘76, the men who followed 
‘Washington, the fathers of our great 
republic, 

Georgia is one of those states. Her 
sons have an honored part in the war 
of the revolution; her soil has been 
drenched with revolutionary blood; 
through the names of her delegates she 
stands enrolled as one of the signatories 
of the declaration of independence. The 
records of both county and state, there- 
fore, tell of the heroism of the revo- 
lutionary soldier, the endurance of the 
hardy pioneer in the hickory age of our 
state, the glorious civilization preceding 
our civil war, the gallant part taken in 
the war of the confederacy—all form a 
record ‘of which Georgians should be 
proud, and the evidence of which should 
be preserved to all time. 

Mrs. Peel is right in her appeal for the 
preservation of our records, and she 
should receive the approval of those 
whose business it is to attend to such 
matters. 
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A Defunct Law. 

‘~The Boston Transcript doesn’t look 
hopefully on the present prospects of 
civil service reform. The law asgs-it 
Stands is violated at every turn, and 
there is no one to protest against it of- 
ficlally. It is “a starchless civil ser- 
vice,”’ says The Transcript. It has been 
unjointed and smashed by the merciless 
demands of partisanship. 

It ig curious that the Boston editor 
refuses to take a practical view cf the 
situation. Civil service reform, such 
as the mugwump contingent advocate, is 
a formless dream. Even the present 
law was conceived on a theory which 
entirely. disregards the fact that this is 
& government of the people acting 
through parties. This fact involves 
partisanship, and partisanship involves 
political rewards and punishments. This 
is so to a certain extent even in England, 
where there is a real civil service inde- 
pendent of parties. In this couniry po- 
litical partisanship is the very essence 
of our system, and it cannot be made 
otherwise until we have a permanent 
ruler, some one who is superior to par- 
ties and who retains his place and pow- 
er in spite of the victories and defeats of 
contending parties. 

The present law is a failure, and all 
laws will fail until the element of 
partisanship is recognized. The ‘hum- 
bug about the law is not due entirely to 
the fact that it has been manipulated by 
men who pretend to believe that par- 
tisanship is an evidence of unfitness. 
This is bad enough, even as a theory, 
but the failure of the law is due to the 
fact that it does not belong to our sys- 
tem. The men who proposed it may 
have believed in it. but those who voted 
for it in congress had no faith in it. 

As we have pointed out time and 
again, the theory that partisanship unfits 
a man for holding office o- is in the 
slightest degree objectionable is too sil- 
ly to discuss. There can be but one 
sort of civil service reform in this coun- 


try, so long as it is governed by the 


people acting through parties. 
be a partisan civil service. 
carried out by each party for itself. It 
must recognize the fact that because an 
applicant. is an active political worker, 
he is not thereby unfitted for holding 
Office. Republicans should hold the of- 
ficeg when their party is in power, and 
democrats should be given the places 
when the democracy is in power. 

The amazing political corruption de- 
veloped during the past thirty vearg is 
due to the fact that the republicans 
have been almost continuously in pow- 
er during a period when the demoraliza- 
tion of war was most severely felt. 
When the parties alternate in a healthy 
way, official corruption will be a thing 
of the past. There are plenty of honest

It must 


It must bew 
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and efficient partisans to be found in 
both parties who are capable of) filling 
the offices with credit to themselves ard 
profit to the service; and we had rather 
trust a man with convictions than to put 
our confidence in one who jis blown about 
by every wind of political doctrine. 

The men who are now trying to build 
up a non-partisan office-holding class in 
this country are having their labor for 
their pains. Such a scheme is con- 
trary. to our history and obnoxious to 
our system of government. This is so 
well understood—the fact is so definitely 
settled—that fhe civil sérvice reform 
demanded by the mugwumps is no long- 
er seriously discussed. 

The law, as it stands, affords a few 
comfortable jobs for those who make up 
the civil service commission. Further 
than that, it is not in evidence save when 
some dreamer turns over in his sleep 
and declares that it hag been violated. 
Under the circumstances, we advise the 
Boston editor to pul) the cover about his 


ears and go to sleep again. 
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Bringing Them Together. 

The project inaugurated by the Atlan- 
ta Business Men’s League for the bring- 
ing together of capital and investment 
is a move which much attract attention. 

The growth of Atlanta is singu- 
lar in its freedom from booming 
er exploitation. The man who 
wants to start business, pro- 
vided some one will give him a present, 
has never had_a place in this city, and it 
is to be hoped that he never will. A 
business which has not the internal 
merit upon which to live cannot have 
any attraction for either capital or la- 
bor. It is but a leech drawing money 
out of those who have it, only to play 
the baby act when failure makes itself 
manifest. Atlanta asks no man to 
come into her midst on mere risk .or 
speculation. The opportunities which 
she hag to offer are on a par with any 
man’s money or-labor. It is upon this 
foundation she has built in the past, and 
upon it she proposes to stay. 

The Atlanta Business Men’s League 
exists for the purpose of making known 
the facts concerning possibilities in this 
city. It desires, on the one hand, to 
save possible investors from falling into 
irresponsible of designing hands by 
giving them such information as our 
best business men are willing to indorse 
and on the other to introduce responsl- 
ble men with sensible plans to investing 
capitalists. Having brought the two 
together and made them acquainted, the 
development is left to themselves. 

Such a plan as this is honest, practi- 
cal and will be of service to both parties. 
The capitalist will be given inside in- 
formation regarding opportunities; the 
men controlling these opportunities will 
obtain that introduction which other- 
wise they might never obtain. This 
plan thoroughly eliminates any wildcat- 
ting, unloading or designing, and brings 
men with ‘money and with ideas upon 
the plane of common sense, where they 
can deal with each other in an honest 
manner. 

Already several offers of capital, as 
well as business chances, have been listed. 
This business exchange will be continued 
as long as it serves 
which it is intended. 
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The Kaiser’s Latest Freak. 

The kaiser of Germany has played a 
trump card in the business of extend- 
ing city limits. 

Chicago, with its wild western enthu- 
siasm, sprung early into the business, 
and besides extending its water plant far 
out into the lake, scooped in miles of 
prairie land, and thus shot over the mil- 
lion mark. Then in New York Tom 
Platt essayed the role of city builder, 
and Greater New York crowed lustily 
over Greater Chicago. Even here in 
Atlanta we have moved out our stakes, 
and it is almost time to move them cut 
again. : 

These developments of city growth 
have made themselves known in Europe. 
There they sometimes imitate us, but 
try to do so in a different manner. The 
kaiser has heard the news, and with 
a vigorous ‘Hoch’ he has declared that 
Berlin must be created into a province. 
Just now the Berlinese tradesman and 
merchant do not know what to make of 
the scheme. It undoubtedly means the 
abrogation of existing city charters, 
which carries with it privileges and lib- 
erties long cherished ag vested rights. 

The kaiser,, however, 1s a man who 
does not take subjects into consultation. 
If he decres that Berlin must become a 
huge military camp, with armed sen- 
tinels for policemen, the people must re- 
main quiet and make the most of it. 
There is glory in the empire, even if it 
is accompanied by a great dea] of trou- 
ble.

The facts regarding 
the destruction of Cervera’s squadron 
were known a few hours after they oc- 
curred; they were published broadcast 
in every newspaper in the land: and 
they have since been certified to by all 
whose testimony is of any value what- 
ever. Consequently, nothing that can 
be done to cover them up by those 
who desire to make Sampson the hero 
of the occasion, though he was miles 
away, will avail anything. 

What astonishes The Post, however 
—and it certainly is astonishing—is the 
fact that the editor of The Century Mag- 
azine should lend his publication to fur- 
ther the scandalous efforts of those who 
are trying to make a great man out of 
Sampson at the expense of Schley. This 
does not refer to the article furnished 
by ‘Sampson, but to the remarkable dia- 
grams accompanying it. 

The article itself is innocuous. Nothing 
that Sampson can write, supplementary 
to his report of the engagement, can 
have any weight with impartial men. In 
that report. he mentioned nobody by 
name but the captain of his flagship, 
who was not in the fight at all, and 
claimed all the credit for himself. Af- 
ter that, whatever he might say about 
the destruction of the Spanish fleet 
would be just as important as if he had 
claimed that the rings around Saturn 
were adjusted in accordance with plans 
furnished by him. 

But the diagrams are a different mat- 
ter. They are a brand new contribu- 
tion to the history of - the Santiago 
affair. At every stage of the chase af- 
ter Cervera’s flagship, the Brooklyn is 
placed to the rear of the Oregon, and 
Sampson’s flagship ig shown to be off 
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the purpose for 
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Santiago harbor while a part of the 
fleet is in the immediate neighborhood! 

These diagrams, totally different from 
the official ones prepared by the Wain- 
wright board, aroused such a chorus of 
disgust in the northern papers that the 
editor of The Century has felt called 
upon to write to The Philadelphia ‘Times 
to say that the diagrams in The (/en- 
tury were not prepared by him, nor by 
his direction. But “he saw them after 
their completion, and suggested but a 
single change.” Therefore, he is re- 
sponsible for them. He indorsed them. 
If he had protested against their injus- 
tice and falsity they would have been 
changed. If he had assured the editor 
of The Century that they misrepre- 
sented Schley, they would have been 
changed. If he had pointed out that 
they differ radically from the diagrams 
prepared by the board of his own crea- 
tion, and composed of his own friends, 
they would have been changed. But, with 
the exception of one change (the nature 
of which is not divulged) he indorsed the 
drawings and lent himself to a fresh 
violation of truth and decéncy. 

Now, when efforts of this sort are cal- 
culated to do damage; when they are 
insidious enough to promote injustice, 
they naturally take on a tragic hue and 
shape; butin this instance they are 
simply ‘funny. The public knows 
that Sampson was not in the naval bat- 
tic, Knows that the Brooklyn, being a 
faster boat, outran the Oregon after Cer- 
vera’s ship, and knows that Sampson did 
not arrive at the point of capture for 
nearly two hours after the Spanish flag- 
ship had been run ashore. 

Sampson’s efforts are so funny, in- 
deed, that the reading public will be in- 
clined to wonder that the editor of The 
Century did not include his article and 
the diagrams in the department which 
that magazine reserves for its humorous 
matter. 

The announcement of the editor that 
there is to be a symposium of captains 
of the fleet in the May number, to ac- 
company which the humorous diagrams, 
were drawn, is interestine. It sug- 
gests this question: Will these captains, 
all brave men and having the glory and 
honor of the American navy at heart, 
allow. themselves to be used for the 
glorification of a man who was not in 
the Santiago engagement, and who has 
since used hig influence to belittle Schley 
and the men who won the victory? 

It is hard to believe that they will per- 
mit themselves to be so used. If they 
do, they will fall in the public estima- 
tion and the whole country will be the 
victim of what can only be described as 
a public disgrace. 


Americar Capital in China. 

An important period has been reached 
in the history of a nation when its cap- 
italists begin to invade foreign coun- 
tries and inaugurate business enterprises 
of a stupendous and far-reaching nature. 
It marks the beginning of an era of 
commercial, industria] and financial de- 
velopment which is bound to advance 
the mother country materially in the 
matter of international importance, and 
which is a pledge for those wealthy and 
powerful conditions which are insepara- 
ble from extensive foreign trade and in- 
vestments. 

No better demonstration of the fact 
that the United States is entering on 
such @ career of bloodless yet glorious 
conquest can be asked for than that 
furnished by the prelimfnary operations 
ofthe American-China Development 
Company, of which the late Calvin S. 
Brice was the organized and directing 
epirit. This corporation, through Wu 
Ting Fang, the Chinese minister at 
Washington, has obtained immense rail- 
road and mining concessions in the land 
of the sunflower, and the circumstances 
which have attended the raising of the 
first loans evidence the high esteem in 
which American capitalists are held in 
the money marts of the world and the 
universal anxiety to have a share in 
American ‘investments when the men 
bebind them are characterized by that 
vim and reliability which must go hand 
in hand with financial prowess. 

The company planned to secure a $10,- 
000,000 loan in London, and one of 
200,000,000 francs in Paris. As soon as 
this announcement wag made, subscrip- 
tiong to the amount of five times the 
sum required were offered in London, 
while thirty-six times the stipulated 
figure was offered in the French cap- 
Ttal. It was estimated at the outset 
that the profits of the tompany could 
not be less than $12,000,000, but now 
the discovery has been made that the 
concessions are worth much more than 
their original appraisal, and it is impos- 
sible to prophesy how high the dividends 
may go. 

What makes foreign capitalists the 


more feverish to place their money in 


this venture ig the tmprobability of gny 
other important concessions being grant- 
ed by the Chinese emperor. That mon 
arch has so hedged around the franchises 
granted since that made to the Ameri- 
cans that operations in China are re- 
duced to unprofitable dimensions. The 
cause for this action must he patent to 
those who have already followed the 
trend of recent international events. The 
Chinese government is satisfied that 
the Americang are only after dollars 
when invading the commercial fields of 
their realm, but they are equally well 
patisfied that other nations are after 
territory, with money-gettinge as a sec- 
ond consideration and a mere blind. 

There is no common gense business 
man with the hardihood to deny that 
this auspicious’ beginning, what may be 
termed a mere entering wedge will 
eventually usher in that time when 
American capital shall play a leading 
role in the commercial development of 
every foreign field now lying fallow for 
want of bold financial enterprise, and 
when American-built merchant ships 
shall thickly dot every sea under th. 
sun. American capitalists are learn- 
ing a lesson from British shrewdness 
and aggression. This fact ig an earn- 
est of the day when the American re- 
public shall be as potent a factor -in 
the world’s affairs as is the British em- 
pire at the present time.

During the war between the states there 
were in regular confederate service 474 gen- 
eral officers. Of these eight were full gen- 
erals, nineteen were lieutenant generals, 
eighty-one were major generals and 366 were 
brigadier generals. It may be of interest 
to know that from April, 1861, to April, 1865, 
ninety-nine of the above responded to the 
final summons. Since the termination of 
that gigantic struggle 235 of the foregoing 
have been added to the silent majority; and 
140 confederate generals still survive, as 
heroic representatives of the greatest of de- 
fensive wars. 


“Old Glory.” 

Editor Constitution--What was the origin 
of the name of “Old Glory,” given to 
Stars and stripes?

An apparently authentic account gives 
William Driver, of Salem, Mass., the honor 
of Leing the first to apply that name to 
our ‘flag. He was, in 1831, captain of the 
brig Charles Doggett, and being about to 
start on a voyage to the South Pacific, 
some friends of his came on the deck of his 
vessel and formally presented him with a 
large American flag. When it was sent 
aloft, and broke out to the air, Captain 
Driver christened it ‘‘Old Glory.” The flag 
thus presented had an after history, but 
that it not pertinent to your query. § It 
may be that Captain Driver was not the 
first to use the name, but he was, at least, 
an original user of it, and we shall have 
to give him credit until we hear of some 
one that used it prior to 1831.

Council Gives the Schoo! Board 
Another Opportunity, 


TURNED DOWN BY COMMITTEE 


‘Dnilnance Committee Gave Measure an 
Unfavorable Repert, 


STREET WORK IS PASSED UP AGAIN 


Ordinance Adopted Giving Finance 
Committee Power To (Prescribe 
Duties of Street Improve- 
ment Collector—Routine 
of the Council. 


Prompted by the belief that the board of 
education will hold open sessions as a gen- 
eral rule of its own accord hereafter, the 


: eity council refused to adopt the ordinance 


making secret sessions prohibitive yester- 
day afternoon. While the councilmen are 
in favor of open sessions, yet it was not 
deemed advisable to enact a measure forc- 
ing the board to open its doors when this 
body*has already manifeste® a willingness 
to do so. 

The ordinance committee, therefore, to 
which the Mitchell ordinance was referred 
at the last session of council, gave the 
measure @n unfavorable report, and this 
report was adopted by the council without 
Councilman Holland intro- 
duced the following resolution, which was 
referred to the ordinance committee by a 
yote of II to 7: 

Whereas, continuous secret 
sessions of municipal bodies are 
not conducive to the public wel- 
fare, and whereas, it is the sense 
of this council that all boards 
should hold qpen sessions ex- 
cept when executive sessions are 
absolutely mecessary, therefore 
be it 

Resolved, That the board of ed- 
ucation is hereby requested to 
open its regular meetings to the 
public. except when the board 
considers matters which should 
not be made public. 

The board of education will hold another 
meeting before the ordinance committee 
will render a report on this resolution, and 
the question of open sessions will no doubt 
be settled then. 

Duties of Improvement Collector. 

As forecasted in The Constitution several 
days ago, Chairman Turner, of the finance 
commiittee, introduced the following ordi- 
nance in the council yesterday afternoon, 
which was unanimously adopted: 


By the finance committee: Be it or- 
dained by the mayor and general council, 
That the ordinance prescribing duties of 
the street improvement inspector, ap- 
proved March 15, 1899, be amended by 
adding to section 4 of said ordinance 
the words: ‘‘Either by the general coun- 
cil or finance committee,”’ so that said 
— when amended shall read’as fol- 
Ows: 

Section 4. Be it further ordained by 
the authority aforesaid, That the duties 
of street improvement collector. shall 
be such as are prescribed by existing 
ordinances and such as shall hereafter 
be made applicable to that office either 
by the general council or finance com- 
mittee. 


This ordinance was passed to give the 
finance committee authority to require John 
Collier, the street improvement collector, 
to assist Tax Collector Payne when needed. 
It is probable, therefore, that Mr. Collier 
will etther have to accept these additional 
duties or vacate the office. He has objected 
so far to the additional work on _ the 
grounds the duties of his present position 
take all his time. Some believe he will 
not give up his position. 

Streets Are Passed Wp Again. 


At the last regular session of council 
resolutions were passed improving several 


| 
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streets in the various wards. The alder- 
manic board concurred and the mayor ve- 
toed the papers. Council passed the pa- 
pers over the mayor's veto, but the alder- 
manic board sustained the veto. 

Yesterday afternoon all these resolutions 
for street improvements were introduced 
again. Instead of being referreq to the 
Street committee as before. they were pass- 
ed without opposition. The papers go to 
the aldermanic board Tuesday and to the 
mayor Friday. ‘The councilmen seem to be 
determined to pass these resolutions, and 


it is probable they would be passed over 


another veto in case Mayor Woodward 
again disapproves. 
_ New Third Ward Physician. 

Dr, T. L. Phillips was unanimously elect- 
ed to succeed the late Dr. Thomas E, Col- 
lier as city physician in the third ward. 
There were no other nominations. Dr. 
Phillips is one of the best known physicians 
‘fn the elty and will make a valuable pub- 
lic servant in this capacity, He was nomi- 
nated by Alderman Day. 

Suitable resolutions were adopted extend- 
ing the sympathy of the council to the 
family of Dr. Collier and expressing the 
appreciation of the city for his valuable 
services, 

Object to New Buliding. 

It seems that the citizens living on Peach- 
tree street, between Cain and Baker streets, 
seriously object to the new three-story 
frame boarding house now being erected 
near the corner of Peachtree and Cain 
streeta by Dr. Hunter P, Cooper. It igs 
claimed that the building is not as fine as 
should be erected on this property, and that 
when completed it would be a firetrap. 

Councilman Hammond introduced an or- 
dinance in the council yesterday afternoon 
extending the inner fire limits of the city 
So as to include the block from Cain to 
Baker on Peachtree street. Mr. Hammond 
explained that the ordinance was prompted 
by the objection to this new building. It 
Was unanimously adopted. 

The framework of the building is prac- 
tically up, but if Mayor Woodward signs 
the ordinance, the building inspector can 
force the owner to take such steps as will 
make the building as fireproof as possible, 
considering the present stage of its erec- 
tion. 

Departments To Purchase Supplies. 

The finance committee rendered a favora- 
ble report on the ordinance of Councilman 
Pope allowing the sanitary department to 
purchase its own supplies, 

Councilman Thompson amended the re- 
port by adding the fire and streets depart- 
ment. Fire Chief Joyner made a statement 
to the effect that he could buy better and 
cheaper supplies than the finance commit- 
tee, 

Commissioner of Public Works Wrylle 
stated that the supplies in his department 
had been bought at a higher price under 
the present system than before the finance 
committee made the purchases. 

The counci] passéd the ordinance as 
amended, and the sanitary, streets and fire 
departments will purchase their own sup- 
plies, at least until the end of the year. 

New Bridge on Whitehall Street. 

The resolution of Alderman Mitchell re- 
quiring the Southern railway to build a 
new iron bridge over its tracks on White- 
hall street in piace of the present structure 
with a hump on it, was unanimously adopt- 
ed, The road was given ten days in which 
to begin the work. 

The resolution of Alderman Rice appro- 
priating $700 to paint the Forsyth street 
bridge with red lead was adopted. 

The report of the board of electrical con- 
trol extending the time of the Atlanta 
Standard Telephone Company from May 
ist to October ist for the completion of 
its system here was adopted. 

The communication of the mayor favoring 
civil service on the police department was 
referred to the police board at the instance 
of the ordinance committee. 

The printing committee made a report 
awarding the contract for printing the new 
city code to the Byrd Printing Company, 
the lowest bidders. The total cost will be 
between $2,500 and $3,000. The matter was 
referred to the finance committee. 

The resolution of Alderman Mitchell that 
the city formally accept the proposition 
of the county commissioners relative to the 
Whitehall street improvement was adopted. 

The resolution of Alderman -Rice that 
an amount be appropriated to the local 
military companies was referred to the 


finance committee, where the amount will 
be fixed. ‘

Any member of the association is entitled 
to vote who has paid the last October dues. 
It is not necessary to have paid April dues. 
There are two classes of life members and 
only one class is entitled to vote. Those 
who paid $50 are entitled to cast a ballot, 
but not those who paid $25. Widows of life 
members, who enjoy all other privileges of 
the association, are not allowed to vote.

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NEW RIFLE RANGE 


Extensive Improvements Te Be Put on 
Range at Lakewood. 


INSPECTOR OF PRACTICE HERE 


Grading Is Now Being Done on the 
Grounds Near the City. 


NCENTIVE OFFERED TO STATE TROOPS 


The Newly Appointed Inspector of Ri- 
fle Practice Is Here To Stand 
an Examination. 


The companies of the Fifth Georgia regi- 
ment in this city will enjoy rifle practice 
during the summer on an improved rifle 
range that will offer every advantage given 
by the big ranges on the north Atlantic 
coast. 

The old range that has been used by the 
Fifth regiment for a number of years at 
Lakewood is now undergoing repairs and 
extensive grading will be done in order to 
make the range the equal of any in the 
staté. 

It is believed that the contemplated im- 
provement to the shooting ground at Lake- 
wood will be an incentive to encourage the 
men of the various ¢ompanies to take a 
greater interest in their different commands 
and in this way aid building up the state 
organization to ne Sa where its thor- 
ough efficiency cannot be questioned. The 
task of grading the old range has already 
begun and it is understood that new targets 
are to be ordered for the use of the fifth 
in the next few days. 

The grading now under. way is between 
the 300 and 600 yard ranges, where, on ac- 
count of the spur of the hill the range has 
hitherto been too narrow to accommodate 
a sufficient number of men at one time. The 
rifle pits are to be arranged as in the past 
at 200, 300, 500 and 600 yards distant from the 
target pits, with sufficient room for skirm- 
ish firing of ten shots at unknown distances. 


Inspector Arrives. 


Captain W. DN. Phillimore, whose appoint- 
ment as inspector of rifle practice by Gov- 
ernor Candler was made several days ago, 
is now in the city preparing himself for the 
examination necessary before his commis- 
sion can be issued. The new post to which 
the officer has been assigned entitles him 
to the rank of captain in the Fifth regi- 
ment. 

Captain Phillimore is confident that the 
season for rifle practice which begins near 
the first of next month and extends to the 
midde of September will be a successful one. 
He said yesterday that all men of the regi- 
ment with whom he talked had expressed 
the belief that the commands as a whole 
would take renewed interest in the rifle 
practice and make an effort to establish a 
reputation for the Fifth among the troops 
of the state militia.

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\COMMEND ACTION 


OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Baptist Ministers Disapprove of Religious 
“— Holidays. 


A RESOLUTION WAS ADOPTED 


Discussed Plans for the Coming Sun- 
day School Convention. 


WILL HELP TO ENTERTAIN THE DELEGATES 


Methodist Ministers Meet To Make 
Preparation for the Gathering of 
Sunday School Workers. 


The Baptist ministers of the city, as a 
body, have stamped their approval on the 
action of the board of education in refusing 
to recognize religious holidays in the public 
schools. 

At a@ meeting Hela yesterday morning, 
the ministers unanimously adopted a reso- 
lution commending the board for the stand 
taken in the matter. The resolution, which 
was introduced by Rev. Len G. Broughton, 
pastor of the Tabernacle Baptist church, 
is as follows: 

Whereas, the school board of Atlanta 
has decided to recognize no religious 
holidays in the future; and, whereas, 
this is in strict keeping with the consti- 
tution of our country with reference to 
complete separation of church and 
state. 

Therefore be -it fresolved, That as 
Baptists, ever contending for the prin- 
ciples of religious liberty and non- 
interference on the part of the state 
with the church, we most heartily com- 
mend the board of education for their 
decision, henceforth, to recognize the 
so-called sacred days of no church, 
sect or creed, and that the children of 
all shall stand upon the same plat- 
form. 

The resolution was passed without re- 
marks, except a speech from Dr. Brough- 
ton, in which he asked that the Baptist 
ministers take some action on it at once. 
Every one seemed to concur in the matter, 
and it was adopted without discussion. 

The matter of entertaining the Sunday 
school visitors was brought before the min- 
isters by John M. Green, who asked that 
they co-operate with the public in taking 
care of the delegates. He asked that the 
Baptist ministers attend all of the meet- 
ings and help in the work. He was assured 
of assistance on the part of all present, 
and several of the ministers spoke enthusi- 
astically of the coming convention. 

A short talk was made by Dr. Gibson, 
who has been secretary of the Baptist 
Ministers’ Association for a number of 
years. He said that he had retired from 
the office, as his failing health would not 
permit of his holding the position longer. 

The ministers went over the work being 
done at the various churches, and dis- 
cusse@ at length the work of the protracted 
meetings now being held at several of the 
houses of worship in the city. ’ 

Methodists Will Entertain. 

The Methodist ministers held an enthusi- 
astic meeting yesterday morning, and de- 
cided to enter into the work of entertaining 
the visitors to the Sunday school conven- 
tion to be held here this month. The ses- 
sion was the regular weekly meeting of the 
ministers, and the matter of assisting in 
the Sunday school convention was brought 
before them in a speech by Asa Candler. 

Mr. Candler spoke enthusiastically of the 
coming convention and the good _ that 
would come from it, and urged that the 
work begin at once to assist in entertain- 
ing the_visitors. He urged the organiza- 
tion of special committees of the different 
churches to take charge of the work, and 
asked that a canvass of the different con- 
gregations be made for homes for the 
delegates 

Those who are willing to take visitors are 
requested to send their names and ad- 
dresses to room 813 Equitable building, or 
to Mr. Candler. Several of the ministers 
made speeches, and all of them expressed 
‘the greatest interest in the work, and 
promised to do everything in their power to 
assist. _ 

The different ministers of the association 
then made special reports of the work 
being done in their churches, al] of which 
were of the most encouraging nature.

Montgomery, Ala., April 17.—(Special.)—It 
is now certain that Governor Johnston 
will, about Friday or Saturday, issue a 
proclamation calling an.extra session of 
the general assembly to repeal the act pro- 
viding for the holding of a convention to 
enact a new constitution for Alabama. The 
executive sent a circular letter to the mem- 
bers of the assembly some days ago ask- 
ing their advice as to assembiing the leg- 

islature for the purpose stated. 

The replies so far received show the 
senate to stand as follows: Fourteen for 
repeal, five against repeal, «five doubtful, 
and nine to hear from. 

Letters from representatives show the 
house to stand as follows: Forty for re- 
peal, twenty-five against repeal, eleven 
doubtful and twenty-four to hear from. 

The probabilities are strong that the con- 
vention act will be repealed.

PENDLEY FICHTS. 


HARD FOR LIFE 


His Attorneys, by Testimony, Made 
ut a Strong Case, 


EVIDENCE IS CIRCUMSTANTIAL

State Procuces Witnesses To Fly the 
Guilt on Him, 


NAGUMENT WILL BE CONCLUDED TODAY 


Pendley, While on the Stand, Denied ! 


Any Connection with the Crime 
and Said He Does Not 
Even Know Banks- 
ton. 


John Pendley, who confessed to the mur--> 


der of Policeman Ponder on November §&, 
1897, and then denied the truth of his con- 
fession, was placed on trial for his life 
yesterday morning in the Fulton criminal 
court. During the introduction of testimony 
by the state a strong chain of circumstan- 
tial evidence was wound around Pendley. 
Almost all the testimony was rebutted in 
the afternoon by the evidence for the de- 
fense. On many vital points in the case 
witnesses differed greatly, and the long time 
having elapsed between the commission of 
the crime and the trial of the alleged of- 
fender, the memories of the witnesses seem- 
ed variously at fault, and there were many 
contradictory statements. 

Pendley was in the courtroom during the 
entire day, and listened to the testimony 
delivered against him with ease. He made 
a statement in which he reiterated the 
statements made in his last confession, 
where he said that he confessed to the 
murder of Ponder because he wanted to get 
out of the DeKalb county chaingang on 
account of the whippings he received. 

Pendley in the course of his statement did 
not finish, but stopped. Judge Candler ask- 
ed him if he had said all he wanted to. 
The prisoner said he had, and went down. 
Efforts were made by counsel for the de- 
fense to have him go upon the stand and 
finish his statement, but this was not al- 
lowed. It was the intention of the defense 
to show some scars on Pendley’s back, 
which it is claimed were made by the whip- 
pings he received in the chaingang. 

George Bankston, whom Pendley impli- 
cated in the murder was placed on the 
stand, and he said he never saw Pendley 
until the latter was called on to identify 
him in Decatur a few month ago. This was 
denied by several witnesses, who claimed 
they had seen Bankston and Pendley te- 
gether in Atlanta. 

Pendley’s mother was placed on the stand, 
and she explained in a very explicit and 
lucid manner the different ways in which 
her son, John, could not have been present 
at the time the murder was committed. As 
far as she could she proved him an alibi. 
She said on the night the crime was com- 
mitted, John was locked in the DeKalb 
county jail with her. Sheriff Austin, of 
DeKalb county, said he did not know 
whether Pendley was in the jail on the 
night of the murder or not. 

He also said he would not believe Mrs. 
Pendley on oath. Several other witnesses 
were asked as to the character of Mrs. 
Pendley, but did not know whether they 
would believe her on oath or not. 

What the Defense Claims. 

Attorney George Westmoreland, who con- 
ducted the examination of the witnesses, 
said to the jury in opening the case that 
he expected to prove that John Pendley 
made the first confession that he was im- 
plicated in®the murder because he wanted 
to get out of the chaingang. He further 
said that the defense would attempt to 
prove Pendley to have been in the DeKalb 
county jail on the night the crime was 
committed and could not have been near 
the scene of the murder, which occurred in 
the Steinau saloon on Wall street of this 
city. 

He said also that it would be shown that 
Pendley was addicted to the use of mor- 
phine, was subject to hallucinations and his 
mental acts could not be trusted. 

Mrs. Pendley, who has several times 
been imprisoned in DeKalb county for run- 
ning a blind tiger, said that she thought 
her son would receive better treatment in 
the penitentiary than in the county chain- 
gang. He seemed to prefer that he be 
found guilty and sent to the penitentiary 
rather than be returned to the Dehald 
county chaingang. 

>rosecution Opens the Case. 

The Pendley case was the second 
taken up yesterday morning. There were a 
large number of witnesses summoned. Many 
ef them were placed on the stand, but some 
were not heard from. All the testimony was 
introduced during the day and the argu- 
ment commenced. It will be continued to- 
day and the case is expected to. be com- 
pleted within three hours. 

Some time was required to secure a jury 
for the trial. After this was done Solicitor

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seneral Hill began to introduce testimony 
for the state. 

Dr. J. L. McDaniel was the first witness. 
He was county physician at the time the 
crime was committed, and he examined 
Ponder after he had been shot. Witness 
said Ponder was wounded in the chest on 
the left side. He could not identify pistol 
ball, but said he thought it was a 38-caliber 
pistol. 

J. W. Rice, who is said to have been em- 
ployed by Bankston on the night the crime 
was committed, to act as watchman for 
him at the Brown building near where the 
murder occurred, testified. Rice said that 
at the time the policeman was killed he 
was night watchman at the Brown building 
in George Bankston’'s place. 

“Before I was hired by Bankston,’’ he 
said, “I-was working as a carpenter on the 
Brown building, which was then being 
remodeled. I got my finger hurt, and then 
l was employed by Bankston. I heard the 
pistol shots. It was something after 6 
o'clock, 

“I saw Bankston just before the shoot- 
ing occurred. I did not know Pendley. I 
saw him leave with Bankston.’’ 

Rice said he heard Bankston say to Pend- 
ley, when they were about to leave the 
place, “We will go now.” He said they 
went toward the Steinau bar, but did not 
go in the bar. He said Bankston relieved 
him about 2 o’clock the next morning. 

Rice said he had known Bankston about 
two weeks. He did not know whether they 
had any weapons or not on the night that 
the crime was committed. 

On cross-examination, Rice said he first 
knew Pendley when he was taken to the 
tabernacle in Decatur to identify him. On 
close examination Rice became mixed at 
this point. He said the detectives had ask- 
ed him to go to the tabernacle in Decatur 
to see Pendley. He said he did not know 
Pendley by name, but recognized him when 
he saw him in the tabernacle. He did not 
know what kind of clothes he wore on the 
night of the crime, or whether he had on 
his hat or not. He said he could not ex- 
actly tell whether: he was shaved clean, 
but thought that he was. He noticed 
Pendley’s features, he said, and Knew 
that he was the man with Bankston on 
the night in question. 

He said that Slaughter, Harris, Wootten 
an@ Jones were at the tabernacle when he 
went there. They all went on the same 
car. 


the night they left him at the Brown build- 
ing, and did not hear them say they were 
going to serenade somebody. 

On the redirect examination, Rice said 
that Bankston had sworn that he would be 
back at 10 o’clock, but that he did not get 
back until 2 o’clock. He said that Pendley 
had told the detectives that he (Pendley) 
thought the shots he fired had _ Killed 
Ponder. 

Forem~~ of Grand Jury Testifies. 

Foreman J. B. Maddox, of the grand jury, 
was placed on the stand to testify to the 
statements made by Pendley before the 
grand‘*juty when indictments were found 
against Bankston and Pendley. Maddox 
said he told Pendley when he was making 
his statement that he must be careful of 
what he said. Pendley made a_ similar 
statement according to the testimony that 
was delivered by Mr. Maddox, as was in 
his first confession, when he said he and 
Bankston went to the store for the pur- 
pose of robbing it, and Ponder entering, 
shot him. - 

Mr. Maddox said Pendley was informed 
of the trouble he might get into if he con- 
fessed?, and Pendley said he supposed they 
would send him up for life, or hang him. 

The witness thought the statement might 
but that he 
did not think the man himself seemed to 
be out of his mind in any respect. 

Bicycle Officer J. B. Hewell was next on 
the stand. 


He said. he was the first officer to reach —

John Monaghan, clerk to the solicitor gen- 
eral, was present when a picture of the in- 
terior of the store was made and he identi- 
fied the picture as a faithful likeness of the 
surroundings. He was asked many ques- 
tions on cross-examination as to the ar- 
rangements of the boxes and barrels.

He said Captain Nash had whip- 
ped Pendley because the latter had cut open 
the head of a man with a knife. The wit- 
ness said Captain Nash gave Pendleyv ten 
licks. He said Pendley never had anv mor- 
phine While he was in the gang. He was 
denied it by Dr. Green. The witness said 
Pendley never had any morphine six months 
previous to that, either. 

Defense Opens Case. 

Mr,:- Westmoreland opened the defense by 
stating to the jury what he expected to 
prove. , 

Mrs. Pendley was the first witness placed 
on the stand. She said she was the mother 
of John and that he was twenty-six years 
of age. She was, accordine to her testi- 
mony. in the DeKalb counay jail in Novem- 
ber, 1897, having been arrested for selling 
whisky. 

She has three grown sons and one daugh- 
ter. She said he slept in a cell on that nicht. 
She said that Tuesday morning John was 
sent to Atlanta, and returned that after- 
noon, and went home that night. She sald 
he could not get on the:fence. Regarding 
the pistol, she said she bought the pistol to 
kill a cat which was pestering her chickens 
at her home in Lithonia. She said she 
pawned it to Joe Watts. The witness said 
that John never owned so much as a pocket- 
knife, as far as she knew. 

She said John was in poor health, had 
hereditary dyspepsia, was weak minded and 
absgnt minded. She said he takes morphine 
and sometimes as much as five cents’ worth 
a day. She said this was caused by a mis- 
ery in the back of the head, which he has 
had for four years. She said the doctors 
prescribed it for him. 

She said that Mr. Nash had told her that 
if he would convict a man, just anybody, 
that was al] they wanted, and that no hurt 
would come ‘to John. She said Nash said 
She said John- 
ny had been in the penitentiary for forgery 
and closed her testimony with, ‘‘and that 
is a better place than the chaingang.’’

Eex-Sheriff Austin, of DeKalb county, said 
that John Pendley had spent sveral nights 
in the jail about the time of the murder of 
he could not say whether he 
Was there on the identical night or not.

The weather south is con- 
sidered favorable, though there is some 
talk about insufficient rains in Texas 

New Orleans, April 17.—Texas had good 
rains over Sunday and corn and small grain 
crops are now safe, making an end of the 
talk of putting such land into coiton if the 
drought continued. While the rains are of 
great benefit, the season continues other- 
wise backward, as such temperatures as are 
now being experienced are far from season- 
able, and are serving to make a late crop 
later.

The downward tendency was 
checked by heavy short covering and mod- 
erate investment buying. August. closed 
today at 5.80 to b.87, against 5.94 last Sat- 
urday. It touched 5.80 on Thursday. 

As prices gradually settle downward and 
the dullness continues, the bearish feeling 
among traders increases and the = short 
interest is again assuming important pro- 
portions. The substantial reasons that can 
be found for the prevafling pessimism are 
the full movement of supplies, the contin- 
uance of which is certainly discouraging, 
and the falling off in the demand for spots 
resulting from it. These factors encourage 
the bears to belleve that their position is 
a strong one and that the pressure to gell 
at the end of the season will be greater, 
with the spinning demand practically sup- 
piied, than the speculative buyers can take 
care of. As is usua] on declining mar- 
kets, many people exaggerate the gloomi- 
ness of the outiloa@k and there is consider- 
able disposition to believe, without one 
fact to justify it, that another large crop 
will come upon us, The market, therefore, 
is rapidly getting in somewhat the same 
position it occupied before the recent ad- 
Vance—the trade generally discouraged, 
many operators short and more tempted 
to sell for the 10 point drop that looks so 
probable. But cotton is not without friends 
and as those bulls who are tired out throw 
their holdings over, they are absorbed by 
others, who believe that this crop is a dead 
letter from which nothing is to be expected 
or feared; who believe in ae curtailed 
acreage, and who think that at 54c’a new 
crop, not yet in the ground, less fertilized, 
and very backward in its stuart, presents 
umimited chances of profit and Jittle of 
loss.

CALL MONEY ADVANCED 
Discrimination in Loans Against In- 
‘ dustrials Remewed. Causing the 
Afternoon Slump. 
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New York, April 17.—A rise in call money 
and a recurrence on discrimination in loans 
against the industrials caused prices to re- 
cede below Saturday’s close in the afte:noon 


trading. The market, as usual on Monday, 


after a strong Saturday closing, opened ac- 
tive and strong on an accumulation of 
outside orders. Except for a spurt ol 
strength in the grangers, with Burlington 
leading, although they subsequently lost 
about all of their earlier gain, the dealings 
were largely confined to the industrials and 
specialties. Prominent in the early strength 
were the Tobacco, lron and Steel shares, 
Anaconda Mining, Cotton Oil and General 
Electric. The latter was influenced by gos- 
sip relative to. dividend prospects. Manhat- 
tan, Sugar-and Brooklyn Transit were con- 
sistently weak, although Brooklyn Transit 
recovered somewhat from the lowest. Many 
of the gpecialties which advanced most 
readily early were equally conspicuous in 
the afternoon decline, especially Continental 
Tobacco, Federal Steel, Colorado Fuel and 
Iron and American Steel and Wire. An ad- 
vanee in wheat gave encouragement to the 
bears who construed it as confirmatory of 
crop damage gossip. The strength in the 
call money market, which ranged from 44e@ 
6 per cent, was in a measure due to the 
financing of another crop of industrials 
combinations, including payments incidental 
to the organization ot the American Hoop 
©Oompany. There was considerable selling 
for ‘western account in the afternoon trad- 
ing, which gave encouragement to a large 
interest which operated apparently on the 
short side. London was a purchaser of a 
number of dividend paying internationals 
and a seller of speculative bew grade shares. 
Kexpectation that the decision of the Rapid 
Transit commission would be rernedered this 
afternoon was a source of strength to Met- 
ropolitan and weakness to Manhattan on 
the possibility that it might favor the for- 
mer. The general market left off rather 
weak.

Apropos of the existing insurrection is 
printed under a large black head: “The at- 
tention of British subjects is drawn to ‘the

The advertisements are characteristically 
American and interesting.

Blacklock, general merchant, under the 
startling caption: ‘Stand from under! 
Something's going to drop!’’ adds paren- 
thetically that it is prices he refers to. And 
continuing, says: “‘Owing to the startling 
news by ‘Frisco’ mail and the unquestion- 
able free trade policy to be inaugurated in 
Upolu and the contemplated exodus from 
this island I have concluded to hold a 
clearance sale."’ Then follows a quotation 
of presumably low prices. The concluding 
statement is unique: ‘Come early and 
often, as the arrival of the next mail may 
change the aspect of affairs.’’. 

But by all odds the most interesting ‘‘ad.”’ 
in the lot is that of a celestial gentleman 
who rejoices in the name of Ye Houng 
Soon. Mr. Soon is evidently a man of great 
modesty. Although his name might seem 
to indicate otherwise, he could never be 
called previous. His modesty makes itself 
apparent in his ‘‘ad.,’’ and he refrains from 
singing his own praises, leaving that to 
some one else. Here it is: ‘“J'o the Public 
Generally: Any Anore watches, _ clocks, 
brooches, scarf pins, earrings or other 
jewelry that require repairing send to Ye 
Houng Soon, general storekeeper, Matafele, 
he will repair for you I having taught him 
to make repairs. He will do his best.

When the history of the Spanish-Ameri- - 


can war is written, the name of Emory 
Winship, the hero of Malabon, will occupy 
a conspicuous place among those who dis- 
tinguished themselves for personal bravery. 

Emory Winship is a native of Macon, Ga., 
and is twenty-six years of age. In ’9 he 
graduated from the naval academy, and for 
the past few months he has been detailed 
aboard the Bennington. On March 6th, at 
Malabon, a party of 125 marines was order- 
ed ashore to test the strength of the enemy. 
Winship volunteered and was assigned to 
the temporary command of the Bologna, a 
sixty-foot tug captured from the Spanish, 
mounting a Hotchkiss revolving gun and 
manned by thirty-seven men, and the ship's 
steam cutter, mounting a gatling. Win- 
ship cemained on the Bologna to watch 
steam. The landing party foolishly . ad- 
vanced too far and were suddenly set upon 
by a regiment of Filipinos.

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DO MINORS CARRY 
FORGED PERMITS? 


Serious Question with Which the Police 
Autherities Are Confrented. 
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YOUTHS ENTERING POOLROOMS 


They Show the Officers Permits Signed 
by Parents and Guardians, 


| IT IS BELIEVER THE PERMITS ARE FORGERIES 


Officer. Petty Talks of the Result of 
His Investigations—A Sugges- 
tion Is Made. 


A week ago the police authorities decided 
to put a stop to minors playing in the pool 
and billiard rooms. Complaint had reached 
the police that a large number of boys and 
youths were making it a practice to play 
in some of the pool and billiard rooms 
every night. There is a city ordinance 
against minors entering such places, which 
says: 

‘ Section 729. Any minor who shall, with- 

; out the written consent of his parent or 
guardian, enter any room or place where 
billiard or pool tables are kept for hire, 
or who shall, without such consent, 
play at any billiard or pool table kept 
for hire, shall be subject to the same 
penalty prescribed in the section next 
preceding. And it shall be the duty of 
the police department to enforce strictly 
the provisions of this ordinance, 

The section preceding that of 72 pre- 
scribes a penalty of ‘‘a fine not exceeding 
$100, or imprisonment of not longer than 
thirty days, either or both, in the discre- 
tion of the court.” 

The fact that the city ordinance calls for 
a strict énforcement of the law, and that 
so many complaints have reached the police 
authorities of the ordinance being violated, 
brought about the determination to stop 
the entering of minors into billiard and 
pool rooms. 

Patrolman Petty, whose beat {fs where 
many of the pool and billiard rooms are 
located, and whose hours of duty are be- 
tween 4 and 12 o'clock in the afternoon and 
evening, made a special investigation of the 
matter. He reported that he found many 
minors in the reoms and that he and other 
ofticers attempted to make cases against 
those who were suspected of violating the 
law. Every minor who was found in any of 
the billiard and pool rooms produced a 
paper upon which was written the consent 
of either parent or guardian permitting the 
bearer to enter and play in such places. 

Last night Officer Petty, while talking 
about the matter to a representative of The 
Constitution, said: 

“Tl was never more surprised in my life 
when I was cénfronted with so many con- 
sents from fathers and guardians and even 
mothers, allowing youths, many of whom 
were not over sixteen years of age, to stay 
out at night and play billiards and pool. 
It is my honest opinion that some, if not all, 
of these permits were forgeries. There is 
no way for me to ascertain that fact un- 
less the police authorities decide to secure 
the names of all such minors and communi- 
cate with the parents and guardians. You 
see, if a permit is a forgery the parent or 
guardian cannot Know of the forgery unless 
he knows the youth has it, and the only 
way for him to get this information is for 


. the police to give the notice. If the permits 


shown me are not forgeries then. 1 must 
say that there are a lot of very unwise 
parents and guardians in the city. I saw 
some permits that bore the signatures of 
mothers. There isn’t so much harm in a 
game of pool or billiards, but the associa- 
tions are not, in some of the places, just 
such as would benefit a bow, especially as 
he stays out late at night.” 

It is probable that the suggestion of Offi- 
cer Petty will be carried out and the chief 
of police may instruct the policemen to se- 
cure the names of all the minors who are 
entering pool and billiard rooms with per- 
mits.

Five Drivers of Furniture Wagons Ar- 
rested for Leaving Their 
Vehicles.

IN THE INSURANCE FIELD. 
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Both houses of the Tllinois legislature 
have passed the bill providing for the or- 
ganization of domestic bonding and surety 
companies. It is said that the bill will re- 
seive the signature of the governor. 


The executive committee of the Chicago 
Underwriters’ Association has appointed 
five of its members to form an investigating 
committee for the next three months. The 
following were the appointments: W. F. 
Goodwin, E. B. Case, W. E. Spangenberg, 
Cc. P. Whitney and T. H. Webster. 


It is understood that all the local compa- 
nies of Wheeling, W. Va., and the general 
agents located there, will hold an important 
meeting on the 25th for the purpose of form- 
ing a state organization to regulate and 
promote good practices, maintain rates and 
to discuss ways and means to protect com- 
panies from the effects of the recently en- 
acted policy law. 


News comes from Philadelphia that Mrs. 
Emily V. Hopkins, widow of the defaulting 
cashier of the new defunct Pedple’s bank, 
which Senator quay is accused of looting, 
received a verdict Saturday in the federal 
court for $10,400 against the Northwestern 
Life Assurance Company, of Chicago. The 
suit was brought on a policy of insurance 
upon the life of her husband, who committ- 
ed suicide and precipitated the famous bank 
failure. The validity of the policy, regard- 
less of suicide, is yet to be passed on by 
the court. ' 


On Saturday the investigating committee 
of the Chicago Underwriters’ Association 
convicted Moore & Janes of writing a 
church risk in Hinsdate, Ill., at a rate below 
the tariff. This was held to be in violation 
of the rule that members of the local board 
must Observe the tariff of all other local 
organizations. Moore & Janes contended 
that there was no regular tariff at Hinsdale. 
and hence they were not obliged to write 
at any set rate. The committee, however, 
thought otherwise, and imposed a fine of 
$250, In the towns adjacent to Cook county, 
and which are not under the jurisdiction of 
the local board, rates are not always in the 
most stable condition, and it is difficult to 
ascertain what jis the tariff. 


Recently The Gazette, of Little Rock, 
Ark., printed a number of extracts bearing 
upon the anti-trust law, from the editorials 
of the papers published in Aakansas. 

Following these extracts, The 
Says: 

“The Arkansas press is nearly unanimous 
in its opposition to the law in its present 
shape, and the Arkansas press come very 
near representing the sentiment of the peo- 
ple. A half-dozen or so newspapers, dimin- 
utive in size and secant of influence, want 
the law as it is enforced and desire that all 
insurance companies be driven from the 
state. There are several other newspapers, 
opposed to the insurance provision, which 
indulge in coarse abuse of the legislature for 
its refusal to amend the law. Such com- 
ments we have omitted from the consensus 
of opinion of the state press. We do not 
recall any measure ever passed by an Ar- 
kansag legislature that met with so much 
disapproval as the Rector anti-trust law. 
The duty of the legislature is.to amend it 
in compliance with the demands of the 
people.’’
